WASHINGTON — Some military 
families who are going overseas at 
their own expense are finding 
quarters, even in some cases gov- 
ernment quarters, in or near the 
towns in which their sponsors are 
stationed, reports reaching here 
from Europe indicate. 

Army officials here expressed no 
surprise at these reports. One said 
that finding quarters on the civil- 
ian economy in Frankfurt “is 
probably no problem” but that in 
Heidelberg or Stuttgart, quarters 
are probably tight. 

In Washington it was reported 
that there are no consolidated re- 
sports, either here or in USAREUR 
headquarters, to show what the 
civilian-ecenomy and government- 
controlled quarters situation is 
like. 

Enough families in the States 
have heard reports on the avail- 
ability of quarters that an unpaid 
notice in Stars and Stripes of a 
flight to Germany for fares ranging 
up to $180 drew about 125 people 
to Newark airport. Although these 
families had paid their fares in 
advance, there was no flight. Mili- 
tary authorities in Germany are 
investigating this apparent fraud.

WASHINGTON—The oversea tour in “normal tour” areas.will be 24 
months: for those with dependents who are serving overseas alone, the 
Army said this week, in a comment.on a report from the Navy that the 
European tour would be shortened and perhaps to as little as 13 months. — 


The comment was made by Navy ; 
chief of the Bureau of Personnel | 
(BUPERS) Vice Adm. William R. | 
Smedberg III. 

The Army is the “executive 
agent” for all services in the over- 
sea tour area, since it has more 
personnel overseas than any other. 
Army officials said that no pro- 
posal to cut the unaccompanied 
oversea tour has been received 
from the Navy, or from any other 
service. They indicated that it 
would meet considerable resistance 
if made. 

Army officials pointed out that 
the Korean tour is still 13 months. 
The “normal” oversea tour for 
those with dependents and for 
“bona fide” bachelors is 36 months. 
The unaccompanied tour to normal 
areas is 24 months. 

Those now going to Europe 
without their dependents will serve 
24month tours; unless their de- 
pendents join them. Those now in 
Europe, as a temporary measure

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‘Suggestion Month’ Believed 
Success, but Evidence Lags 


WASHINGTON—The Army be- 
lieves that it received more than 
200,000 suggestions for more 
efficient operation and for saving 
money during last May’s “Chief of 
Staff suggestion month.” 

It will be another six months be- 
fore the results of these sugges- 
tions are known. 

Army officials were delighted by 
the response of the military dur- 
ing last May. About 130,000 sug- 
gestions came in: from soldiers, 





Attache Spots Open 
In Many Areas 


WASHINGTON — Vacancies ex- 
expected to occur in the Army at- 
tache system have been announced 
in DA Circula, 611-49 and has call- 
ed for volunteers as provided for 
in AR 611-60. 

Vacancies exist a year after the 
dates given. The one year is to be 
devoted to training time, usually in 
learning the necessary language at 
the Army Language School. The 
vacancy list shows the country in 





which vacancies exist, grade of of- 
ficer needed to fill the vacancy, 
position to which officer will be as- 
signed, language he must know 
and month in which the training is 
to start. 

Applications for these assign- 
ments should be: put in a year be- 
fore training is to begin.

while civilians increased their sug- 
gestions from a “normal” figure of 
about 7500 a month to something 
like 85,000 or 90,000 during May. 

Exactly how many suggestions 
resulted from the Chief-of-Staff- 
backed program will ‘never be 
known. No special reporting pro- 
cedure was set up. 

But Army officials pointed out 
that suggestions from civilians 


usually total between 85,000 and. 


95,000 in one year. In FY 1961, 
the fiscal year in which the C/S 
suggestion month occurred, there 
were a total of 188,816 suggestions. 

Military suggestions usually total 
about 40,000 in a year. But in FY 
1961, there were 175,252 sugges- 
tions made by soldiers. 

Few of the May suggestions 
were evaluated. in time to be in- 
cluded in the FY 1961 report. But 
in the first quarter of FY 1962 
54,000 suggestions, many of them 
from May, were looked over and 
several hundred adopted which 
will result in annual savings of 
more than $4 million this year. 

An- example of civilian sugges- 
tions comes from the Ordnance 
Ammunition Command where in 
the first quarter of FY 1962 48 


suggestions were adopted out of 
462 evaluated. Expected savings 
of more than $1.75 million are 
expected. 

The military is not far behind. 
From the Infantry Center, mili- 
tary suggestions which will result 
in savings of at least $280,000 this 
year are reported. From Fort Jack- 
son comes a report of suggestions 
evaluated in the first three months 
of FY 1962 which will result in 
annual savings the first year of 
more than $110,000. And from 
Fort Sam Houston comes reports 
of suggestions which will result in

WASHINGTON — A false 
report of plans to “freeze” 
recalled reservists on active 
duty beyond their one-year 
tour has sent morale of 
thousands of men and their 
families into a nosedive, high 
Pentagon officials said this 
week, 

Bitter complaints of the injus- 
tice of the alleged “freeze” have 
poured into Defense Department 
offices since the report was pub- 
lished 15 October in the New York 
Herald Tribune. To cope with the 
flood of mail, Pentagon workers 
have had to dispense with in- 
dividual replies and send the 
writers copies of a letter of denial 
which. wént to Sens. Javits and 
Keating of New York. 

Despite the denials, a certain 
amount of irreparable harm may 
have been done, some officials 
fear. They point out that word- 
of-mouth spreading of the rumor 
quite likely will outpace circula- 
tion of the denials. There is some 
indication already that the ripples 
of anger and criticism have come 
to the attention of congressmen in 
many parts of the country and 
Administration leaders are appre-

But only these 
in grade E-6 and below are re- 
quired to “have (it) in their pos- 
session” at all times. 

Senior NCOs may limit the cloth- 
ing and equipment that they hand- 
carry to those items necessary for 
comfort, ‘health and appearance, 
putting the rest of the personal 
clothing and equipment in the 
hold baggage. 

All EM leaving Korea, regard- 
less of theater shortages or re- 
duced allowances of certain items, 
will be issued those items neces- 
sary to assure their comfort,

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GI Student Recallees Assured 
Of Schooling After Discharge

‘WASHINGTON — Veterans involuntarily called to active duty with a Reserve or 
National Guard unit during the current emergency will have no trouble resuming their 


education right under the Korea GI Bill when they return. 


Rep. Olin Teague (D., Tex.), 
chairman of the House Veterans 
Affairs Committee, said the Vet- 
erans Administration had assured 
him that GI Bill beneficiaries will 
be given a “reasonable period” 
after their return to resume 
studies. 

Teague noted that some 120,000 
Army reservists ‘and national 
guardsmen are currently on active 
duty for a year because of the 
Berlin crisis buildup. He estimates 
several thousands of these were 
attending college under the GI Bill 
at time of mobilization. 

Under present policy, a veteran 
forfeits his GI Bill eligibility if he 
leaves school for more than year. 
If the dropout is longer for rea- 
sons beyond control, the VA al- 
lows veterans a “reasonable 
period” to ‘resume their studies. 

VA considers the type course 
the veteran is pursuing and how 
long the school will permit him 
to be cut in its determination of 
a “reasonable period.” 

Veterans who volunteer for mili- 
tary duty for more than a year un- 
der the present emergency forfeit 
their GI Bill entitlement under 
present policy, Teague said. “This 
is one of the problem areas result- 
ing from the current reserve 
mobilization which the committee 
will study when Congress recon- 
venes in early January.”

Army Draft Calls 
For 345 Doctors 


WASHINGTON — The Depart- 
ment of Defense this week placed 
a Selective Service call for 345 
physicians all of whom will be as- 
signed to duties with the Army. 

This call is a special one neces- 
sary to support the military build- 
up recently requested by the Presi- 
dent and authorized by Congress. 
The Defense Department is utiliz- 
ing Selective Service calls to re- 
inforce military physician strength 
in preference to the recall of large 
numbers of reserve Medical Corps 
officers at the present time. 

This is the third call for physi- 
cians which the Defense Depart-

week, said he will urge the Senate 
to act early in January on his bill 
to make men now entering mili- 
tary service eligible for GI Bill 
education, vocational rehabilita- 
tion, and home loan benefits. 

The bill, which has been re- 
ported from the Labor and Wel- 
fare Committee, also would apply 
to more than 1.5 million men who 
have been separated from the 
service since 31 Jan. 1955, cutoff 
date for Korea GI Bill entitlement. 

Yarborough said he has found 
servicemen more interested in the 
GI Bill than any other subject he 
discussed with: them. 

The Senator believes the bill is 





more essential than ever in view 
of the step-up in draft calls and 
in the number of reserves being 
activated. 

The Senate probably will pass 
the bill again, as it did in 1959, 
but there is considerable doubt it 
will get through the House, which 
sidetracked it two years ago. 

Yarborough is optimistic about 
the bill’s chances for passage. He 
pointed out that the troop buildup 
“is obviously going to impose ad- 
ditional hardships on our citizens.” 

But Congressional observers are 
betting that unless the cold war 
turns hot, the costs of a new GI ~ 
Bill will spell its doom. 





Riley NCO Academy Trains 
SAC Base Defense Airmen 


FORT RILEY, Kans. — In the 
future, U.S. Strategic Air Com- 
mand Bases will be protected 
against sabotage and enemy ac- 
tion by Air Force men who were 
primarily trained at the Fort 
Riley Noncommissioned Officer 
Academy. 

‘SAC, with headquarters at 
Offutt AFB, Neb., has elected to 
send 100 NCOs from the Combat 
Defense Squadrons stationed at 
SAC bases all over the United 
States to the NCO Academy. 

CWO Clarence T. Hunt, SAC 
liaison officer at Fort Riley, said 
the reason for the Army training 
is to establish a capability within 
each combat defense squadron to 
conduct training in basic infantry 
tactics. 

“The Air Force men know they 
will have a difficult mission facing 
them when they arrive at their 
home bases, so they delve into 
each problem with enthusiasm and 
desire to learn,” said Maj. Kent S. 
Hasemeier, commandant of the 
NCO Academy. 

Their grading system is the 
same as the Army NCOs and‘they 
will receive no special treatment 
even though the majority of them 
have never had any Army combat 
training. Upon completion of the 
course, the men will be frozen in 
their units for a period of 12 
months to set up a course in small 
unit tactics for their squadrons. 

Some of the Air Force men are 
holders of the Combat Infantry- 
man’s Badge, dating from their 
service in the Army during World 
War Il. 

The NCO Academy course is a 
special condensed two-week ver- 
sion of the regular five-week 
course. Concentration is on small 
unit. tactics, mainly uad size. 
The men go through Classes on 
communications, map reading, es- 





Three Spheres Fired

WHITE SANDS MISSILE

76% of Army 
Youths Pass 
Fitness Test 


WASHINGTON — Results of a 
world-wide pilot study made on 
some 48,000 Army children in 
grades four through 12 to deter- 
mine their physical fitness show 
that 76 percent successfully passed 
three tests which measured 
strength, flexibility and agility. 

The tests were administered as 
part of a tri-service program to 
test and implement the President’s 
School Youth Physical Fitness 
Program. 

The program was developed by 
a council headed by C. B. “Bud” 
Wilkinson, coach of University of 
Oklahoma football and consultant 
to the President on youth fitness. 

To assist the President in urg- 
ing schools throughout the coun- 
try to participate in the physical 
fitness program, the armed forces 
were asked to undertake a pilot 
study to test the program. 

First to complete the pilot study 
among the services, the Army is 
also first to implement the pre- 
gram throughout its world-wide de- 
pendent school system. 

The President’s program is aim- 
ed at identifying those pupils who 
are physically underdeveloped, to 
provide a minimum of fifteen min- 
utes of vigorous activity for all 
pupils daily, the use of valid fit- 
ness tests to determine individual 
physical abilities, and to evaluate 
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N.Y. Eases Taxes 
For Servicemen

The package, proposed by Gov. 
Nelson Rockefeller, was voted in 
the Senate and Assembly without 
opposition. 

The most important of these 
bills exempt from the state income 
tax all military pay up to $100 a 
month received by New York resi- 
dents for a 21-month period, be- 
ginning last 1 October. 

The National Guard Bureau’s top 
legal officer, Col. William Blatt, in 
a recent address called the New 
York State proposals important “te 
the demands of the decade.” He 
eited the state as one of the leaders 
in this country in pushing more 
liberal personnel benefits for 
ei‘izen soldier residents. 

Blatt, in a recent appearance 
before California General Assem- 
bly’s Committee on Military and 
Veterans Affairs opposed efforts to 


To Obtain N.Y. 
Tax Relief Forms 


ALBANY, N.Y.—Servicemen 
from New York who want to 
take advantage of the new state 
tax relief law should secure 
Form IT-201-MS from the State 
Income Tax Bureau here, Tax 
Commissioner Joseph H. Mur- 
phy announced this week, The 
form will be attached to serv. 
icemen’s tax return at the time 
of filing: 

Gov. Nelson RockefeHer has 
just signed the bill into law. 
It exempts $100 of military pay 
a month from state income tax. 
The measure is effective 1 
October, which means that the 
maximum exemption allowable 
for 1961 is $300.

@ Increase from 100 to 500 the 
number of college scholarships the 
state awards each year to children 
of dead or disabled veterans. The 
scholarships cost the state about 
$450 a year each. Children of those 
servicemen who are killed or be- 
come disabled durin; the current 
emergency are eligible. 

@ Authorize payment in cash or 
accrued leave or overtime to state 
employees called to active duty. 

@ Provide pension credit for 
members of the State Employees 
Retirement System for any time 
spent in the forces during the 
present emergency. 

@ Prohibit the eviction of serv- 
icemen’s families from apartments 
renting fer $125 a month or less, 
unless the landlord obtains a court 
order. Present law provides this 
protection te residents of apart- 
ments renting for $80 or less. 

State officials estimate that some 
12,000 to 15,000 New York reserv- 
ists and national guardsmen have 
been called to active duty during 
the current emergency. However, 
the new benefits would apply to 
all state resident. no matter how or 
when they entered active duty. 

Several states provide free legal 
assistance to military members and 
their dependents during the pres- 
ent mobilization. 





New Ruling Cuts Repayment 
In Erroneous Pay Vouchers 


WASHINGTON—If the govern- 
ment discovers a fraudulent claim 
on a pay voucher, a serviceman is 
obligated to repay only that 
amount affected by the erroneous 
claim, the Comptroller General 
held this week. 


Oklahoma Holds 
31 Tax Refunds 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla. 
Thirty-one soldiers have federal 
tax refunds awaiting them at the 
local Internal Revenue Service 
office. 

The unclaimed tax rebates have 
resulted from return of the checks 
mailed to an old address given 
at time of filing the annual tax 
returns. 

The refunds range from $1 up to 
several hundred dollars.

The decision (B-146638) discen- 
tinues the practice of forcing a 
serviceman to repay all money paid 
to him under a voucher contain- 
ing erroneous claims. The Comp- 
troller’s ruling, in effect, allows a 
man all money rightfully entitled 
to him for a leave, allotment or 
other voucher that calls for the 
government to recoup all other 
cash received erroneously. 

One case brought to the Comp- 
troller’s attention by Defense was 
that of a soldier who had claimed 
30 days leave on his leave pay 
voucher when he was. authorized 
only 17 days. Previously the 
Comptroller’s auditors (The Gen- 
eral Accounting Office) called for 
a refund to the government of all 
of the money paid to the man. 

The latest ruling. means that a 
man in that situation would only 
have to repay money for 13 days 
because he was rightfully entitled 
to the 17 days leave time.

3 Contracts 
Let for New 
Helicopters 


WASHINGTON — Army con- 
tracts have been awarded to three 
aircraft ocmpanies for production 
of test quantities of a new light 
observation helicopter designed to 
improve modern Army reconnais- 
sance and mobility. 

The companies and the value of 
their contracts are: Bell Helicop- 
ter, Fort Worth, Tex.—5,782,019; 
Hiller Aircraft, Palo Alto, Calif.— 
$6,542,375, and Hughes Tool, Air- 
craft Division, Culver City, Calif. 
—$6,352,879. 

Contracts call for delivery of 
five aircraft by each company on 
a one-per-month basis starting in 
October 1963. 

Aircraft built by the three com- 
panies will be subjected to a six- 
month user evaluation program 
conducted at Fort Rucker, Ala., 
following which a single model 
may be selected for introduction 
into the Army’s inventory. Dur- 
ing the evaluation, each aircraft 


is expected to undergo about 600 


hours of flight in the process of 
determining its suitability. 

Designs submitted by these three 
(the Bell D-250, the 
Hiller 1100, and the Hughes 369) 
were selected follewing a recent 
design competition participated in 
by 12 aircraft companies. All three 
designs were adjudged as capable 
of meeting the rigid Army specifi- 
cations for a lightweight, single 
rotor, four-place helicopter which 
will be reliable, readily air trans- 
portable, inexpensive and easy to 
maintain. 

The aircraft will be powered by 
a 250 horsepower gas turbine en- 
gine and have an endurance of 
three hours. With a speed of 110 
knots, the new helicopters will be 
faster than the L-19 (Birddog) 
fixed wing aircraft and the H-13 
(Sioux) and H-23 (Raven) helicop- 
ters, which they are intended even- 
tually to replace in the Army’s air 
fleet. These three aircraft current- 
ly carry out the Army’s missions 
of visual observation, target acqui- 
sition, reconnaissance and com- 
mand control.

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Defense Supply Agency Missions Established 


By a Times Stoff Writer 


WASHINGTON — Secretary of 
Defense Robert McNamara has 
signed an order establishing the 
authority and missions of the De- 
fense Supply Agency. 

The decision to centralize the 
management of common supplies 
and services was announced last 
summer. When DSA _ becomes 
fully operational, the agency is 
expected to spend more than $2.5 
billion annually for supplies and 
material. In addition, it will man- 
age a multi-billion inventory for 
peacetime and mobilization needs. 
A Pentagon statement said that 
about 1.2 million items will be 
managed by DSA. 

With the signing of the order 
by the Defense Secretary, Lt. Gen. 
Andrew T. McNamara, former 
QMG, was authorized to operate 
and control supply and service or 
ganizations attached to DSA. 

Headquarters of the new supply 
agency are now located in the 
Munitions Building in Washington, 





Claim Denied 
For Insured 
Hospital Care 


WASHINGTON—When a serv- 
iceman receives care for an acci- 
dent injury in a civilian hospital 
and an 


insurance company pays 
the bills, the government does not 
owe the man any money, the 


Comptroller General has ruled. 

The decision (B-147227) ruled 
down a claim by an airman first 
class who said the government 
owed him $500, the amount paid to 
the hospital where he was taken 
after an automobile accident. 

The airman claimed that be- 
cause an insurance company foot- 
ed the bill, he was entitled to the 
money the government would have 
paid had he not been covered. 

The airman contended that the 
insurance policy he had was based 
on other than reimbursement for 
actual expenses and that in the 
event he had died, the $500 would 
have been paid to his family. 

He claimed he had been forced 
to endorse the two checks paid by 
the insurance company’ which 
were turned over to the hospital. 
The facts did not back up this 
claim, the Comptroller observed. 

Although the Comptroller said 
he had not seen a copy of the air- 
man’s insurance policy he _ gaid 
that a standard automobile lia- 
blity policy for payment of med- 
ieal expenses has for its “specifie 
purpose” payment .or reimburse- 
ment of expenses incurred by the 
injured person and it is not in- 
tended to enrich the insured.” 

The government’s only obliga- 
tion in such cases is limited to 
reimbursement to the civilian hos- 
pital and doctor of any expenses 
over and above that paid by in- 
surance companies, he ruled.

Training, Combat Experience 
Shows in 3d Armd. Readiness 


By BILL RUSSELL 


FRANKFURT, Germany— 
“Our job is to be ready to 
fight. That’s why we are over 
here.” 


This is the no-nonsense attitude 
of Maj. Gen. Creighton W. Abrams, 
CG of the 34 Armd. (Spearhead) 
Div. 

Although some have protested 
the tank general’s tough, “militar- 
istic” attitude, Abrams has no 
patience for this line of thinking. 

“We have to be prepared to de- 
fend our country,” he told the 
Times in an exclusive interview. 
“The American people sent us 
over here for that purpose. 

“Fighting has never been a nice, 
clean business,” he added. “It’s a 
tough job. There’s just not a nice 
way to describe fighting.” 

Abrams, 47, a constant cigar- 
smoker, believes that one of his 
main goals is to prepare his men 
physically and psychologically for 
combat. “We are in a fine state of 
training,” he said. “We work at 
this every day. 

“T’ve never seen finer men than 
those in the 3d Armored,” he said. 
“They are well-motivated, and they 
have had the opportunity for ad- 
vanced schooling, both in and out 
of the Army.” 

The 3d Armd. CG believes that 
the high fighting quality of his 
men is also due to their cumula- 
tive experience, in Korea and on 
other overseas assignments. 

Abrams had high praise for the 
Army’s new grade structure and 
proficiency pay. “I don’t believe 
you can buy prestige,” he’ said. 
“But when you elevate the ser- 
geant major above the first ser- 
geant and the first sergeant above 
the platoon sergeant, it increases 
the responsibility of these jobs.”

ABRAMS PAYS personal atten- 
tion to the incident rate of the 3d 
Armd. “In September, we had a 
three-fold rise in our incidents,” 
he said, “from an average of six 
monthly to 17. 

“Seventeen incidents among 
15,000 soldiers and 10,000 depen- 
dents is not many,” Abrams said, 
“but this is a matter of concern to 

At Abrams’ orders, a detailed 
study was made of the September

incidents. Twenty-two men were 
involved, eight of whom were 
identified as having previously 


been involved in difficulties. The 
rest were first offenders. 

“Three of my incidents were 
racial disputes,’ Abrams éaid. 
“But in October, the number of in- 
cidents dropped back down to six. 

The re-enlistment rate of the 3d 
Armd. has been rising | steadily 
since July. “We have a pretty big 
percentage of Regular Army men 
—86 to 88 percent,” he _ said. 
“Many men are reenlisting for 
their own vacancy. This gives me a 
feeling of confidence that morale 
in the division is high.”

FIELD TRAINING of the 3d 
Armd. was stepped up some time 
before the Berlin situation became 
tense. ‘““This was USAREUR-wide,” 
Abrams explained. “All of us,

Oversea Transient Billets 
Must Submit Use Reports 


WASHINGTON — Defense has 
decided to keep in closer touch 
with its some 100 transient hotel- 
type activities operated by the 
three services overseas. 


In a Defense Instruction sent 
to the field last week, the Penta- 
gon called for yearly reports of 
all hotel-type facilities, rest and 
recreation centers, and transient 
guest houses. Not included in the 
reporting requirement are bache- 
lor officer quarters, etc. 


Under the new policy; service- 
run hotels will report yearly totals 
of permanent change of station 
(PCS), temporary duty (TDY) 
other official per diem travelers 
and total billeting rates for leave, 
rest and recreation and other 
non-duty guests for each type of 
accommodation. 

Reports will also contain infor- 
mation about traffic, income, etc. 
of barber shops, and other revenue 
producing outlets connected with 
the various transient billeting 
centers. 

The new reporting requirement 
is a direct result of a study made 
ef hotel-type centers last spring. 


Sen. Albert Gore (D., Tenn.) ques- 
tioned the operation by the mili- 
tary of what he called “commer- 
cial type hotel facilities where 
civilian facilities are available.” 


Defense ordered each of the 
services. to review its hotel-type 
quarters operations and to send 
re-justifications to Washington. At 
least six activities were closed as 
a result. 

The study made for Gore was 
actually, the first such study of 
over-all interservice activity in 
this area, Officials said. 

Probably because such a study 
will be requested by Congress at 
various times in the future, De- 
fense has decided te have avail- 
able periodical run-downs on the 
operation of the centers. 

In the 100-odd hotels and 
BOQs, operated in both Europe 
and the Pacific, guests spent more 
than two million guest-days in 
1960 according to Defense. About 
40 per cent these “guest days” 
were spent by servicemen and 
their families as well as by civil- 
ian employes and their families 


are outdoors 
that.” 

Air-ground: strikes have been 
stepped up since the Berlin crisis 
began, Abrams said. Except for 
World War II, I have never seen 
this degree of Army-Air Force co- 
operation. We actually fly the mis- 
sions, and are using the entire 
command system. Forty-four such 
air-ground strike exercises were 
held in October alone.” 

Another area of stepped-up 
training in recent months is in the 
Division’s intelligence organiza- 
tion. “In peacetime, intelligence 
personnel can get rusty. We have 
been making a big effort to include 
identification work as far as the 
average soldier in the division is 
concerned.” 

Additional emphasis on radio- 
logical and chemical warfare has 
been the order of the day since 
tension increased in Europe, 
Abrams said. “We have tuned up 
our atomic training, offensive and 
defensive.”

ABRAMS SAID his division has 
a great deal of contact with near- 
by German army units. ‘We visit 
back and forth at least once a 
month,” he said, “and the staffs 
exchange visits even oftener. 

When asked his opinion of the 
fighting qualities of the German 
soldier, Abrams smiled. “For good 
reasons, I have tremendous re- 
spect for the German officer and 
soldier,” he said. 

During War II, Abrams served 
in the 4th Armd Div. from its ac- 
tivation in 1941 until VE day in 
1945 in the positions of regimental 
adjutant, regimental executive 
officer, battalion commander and 
combat command commander. He 
participated in all campaigns of 
the division in Germany. 

The German units in his area 
are in “very fine condition,” 
Abrams said. “They have one dis- 
advantage their recruits are 
trained right in the division, in- 
stead of in separate training out- 
fits. It takes four to six months to 
wake soldiers out of these new 
men.” 

Abrams sees little difference in 
the training and morale of German 
troops now and during war days. 
“But they are having to build up 
their officer corps,” he explained. 
“The German army has a big 
officer blank between the elderly 
officer and the very young Officer. 
This is because for a period after 
the end of the war they had no 
army.” 


THERE IS NO language difficul- 
ty in dealing with the German 
army, Abrams said, and 
would be no problem of coordina- 
tion if fighting broke out. The 3d 
Armd. Div. has a liaison team, 
headed by a captain who lives with 
the headquarters of the 3d German 
Corps. 

High emphasis is placed on 
language training, he said. “Our 
goal is 10 percent of our men per 
year to be trained and competent 
in the German language. 

“The language program is quite 
well received by our men. We try 
to place people in the training 
whose jobs call for use of Ger- 
man.” 

Abrams said he would like to 
see his MP units become 100 per- 
cent proficient in German. 

“I’ve got the best job in the 
Army,” Abrams said. “There’s no 
better job than ese a division 
CO. I like the honor of being here. 

“You work with people in this 
job, you see results. You get a lot 
of inspiration when you see people 
doing things well. 

“In other jobs,” the general con- 
cluded, “you can forget how splen- 
did people can be. I wouldn’t want 
to change this job for any I know

Mobile Nike Seen 
As ‘Sergeant’ Sub 





By .a Times Staff Writer 
WASHINGTON—Scrapping of the Sergeant missile— 
as is being considered by the Defense Department — may 
force the Army to reexamine a suggested weapon system 


and to consider a new use for 
and development stage. 

The suggested weapon system 
that could be re-evaluated is the 
Nike Hercules mounted on a Goer 
vehicle. Promoted by Douglas Air- 
craft, the system has the backing 
of some artillerymen but appar- 
ently not in Army R&D. 

Early this year, Douglas _bor- 
rowed a Goer vehicle from the 
Army and modified it to carry the 
Hercules. A company spokesman 
said that Douglas, one of the Her- 
cules contractors, has been inter- 
ested in mating the Hercules with 
the Goer for some time. 

In late April, Douglas fired the 
Hercules mounted on the Goer at 
White Sands Missile Range, N. M. 
Douglas calls this test “very, very 
successful.” 

The Artillery and Missile School’s 
“Artillery Trends” has referred to 
the weapon as a “truly new con- 
cept in firepower and mobility.” 

+ * * 

ACCORDING to the Fort Sill pub- 
lication, the object of the Goer- 
Herc tests has been “to incorpor- 
ate the best features of both com- 
ponents into One hard-hitting fast 
reacting system. The artillery has 
become more interested in the 
Nike Hercules with the realiza- 
tion of surface-to-surface and anti- 
tactical missile missions in addi- 
tion to the proven surface-to-air 
role.” 

Seen in this light, the Herc- 
Goer is a possible successor to the 
Sergeant if Defense decides to 
withhold money for the Sergeant's 
production in the new budget. 

Range of the Hercules is approxi- 


mately that of the Sergeant—75 
miles Ordnance officials have 
also said that the Here-is some- 


wnat cheaper than the Sergeant. 

In its June issue Artillery Trends 
pointed out that mounting the 
Hercules on the Goer permits cross 
country travel, rapid emplacement 
and march order as well as mini- 
mum manpower requirements and 
reduced convoy size.

DOUGLAS says that the Her- 

cules has several advantages over 
conventional long-range artillery. 
In addition to a range of more than 
75 miles, the company claims that 
Here is more accurate. 
_ The  five-ton, two-stage, solid 
propellant Herc has been deployed 
with Army Air Defense Command 
units since June 1958. 

The Hercules transporter, the 
Goer, is a project that involves 
several technical services. The ve- 
hicle is an adaption of commercial 
earth moving machinery, has a 
land speed of 30-mph and is sup- 
posed to offer an economical solu- 
tion to off-the-read mobility prob- 
lens. The Goer can also, say of- 
ficials, swim a stream.

Europe Troops First to Get 
New ‘Silent Sentry’ Radar 


WASHINGTON 





The first units of the Silent Sentry, a transistorized radar which 


provides Army tactical forces with a new capability for battlefield surveillance, are sched- 
uled for shipment to U. S. troops in Germany this month. 


This highly portable, front line 
ground surveillance radar reaches 
through darkness, fog and smoke 
to pick up and locate enemy sol- 
diers and vehicles. Although a two 
man team normally operates the 
set, it can be set up and operated 
by one man. 

The radar, in its original design 
was developed by the Army Signal 
Research and Development Lab- 
oratory, Fort Monmouth, N. J., 
and Sperry Gyroscope Co., a divi- 
sion of Sperry Rand Corporation. 
Transistorization was acéomplished 
under the direction of the Army 
Signal Materiel Support Agency,

Post housing :s assigned on 
first-come, first-served by 
rank and date of rank when 
available. Spaqnsor must report 
for duty and sign in to become 
eligible for housing. There may 





be a delay of weeks to months 
before housing is available. Quar- 
ters on Post for junior grade 
officers and enlisted men below 
grade E-7 may not be available 
at any time. 

Due to influx of personnel 
it is urged that sponsor not be 
accompanied by dependents, 
but that he precede them until 
housing is obtained either on 
or off-Post and only at that 
time should families join the 
sponsor. 

Due to the geographical dis- 
persion of post units and facili- 
ties, an individual should pos- 
sess private transportation. Quar- 
ters and BOQ facilities are lo- 
cated quite a distance from unit 
areas. Intra-post bus transpor- 
tion is operated on a limited 
basis. 

Occupancy in the guest house 
which is maintained for the use 





of officer and enlisted personnel 
and their guests is limited; rates 
for the guest house are $1 per 
person with a $5 maximum per 


night. If you plan to use the 
guest house upon arrival, it is 
suggested that you make ad- 
vance reservations by contacting 
the Post Exchange Officer, Fort 
Riley, Kan.

(THE housing situation at Fort 
Sheridan is not favorable. 

This condition stems from the 
relatively small number of quar- 
ters on the installation, com- 
bined with the location of the 
post in an area of extremely 
high rental costs — the North 
Shore suburban area of Chicago. 

The post provides family hous- 
ing for officers and eligible EM 
of Hq., Fifth Army, in Chicago, 
and to personnel assigned to 
units at Sheridan. The on-post 
units include Hq., 5th Region, 
Army Air Defense Command. 
There are 530 families residing 
at Fort Sheridan, 366 in housing 
units and 164 in mobile homes. 





The post billeting office re- 
ports that it is usually neces- 
sary to wait several months for 
one of the housing units, but 
waiting time is normally much 
shorter for mobile home space. 

The permanent government 
quarters include 86 sets for of- 
ficers and 80 for EM. Assign- 
ments are made from the wait- 
ing list-and are based on senior- 
ity. There are 99 Wherry-type 
units for officers. These are 2 
and 3-bedroom apartments with 
only stove and refrigerator fur- 
nished. Assignment is made to 
these units based on date of ap- 
plication. 

Sheridan also has 97 sets of 
sub-standard quarters (convert- 
ed barracks), with 15 for officers 
and the balance for EM. As- 
signment to these is based on 
date of application. 

The post has two mobile home 
parks with a combined total of 
164 spaces. Only a limited num- 
ber of trailers measuring over 
50 feet can be accommodated. 
Priority for assignments is given 
to officers and the top four en- 
listed grades. Other assignments 
are made according to date of 
application.

OFF-POST housing is plenti- 
ful but very expensive. A lim- 
ited number of reasonably priced 
rentals may be found for the 
small family. However, most 
families with two or more chil- 
dren will find it necessary to 
commute 20 miles or more to 
find something adequate for less 
than $200 per month. 

Guest house facilities are avail- 
able for both officers and ernlist- 
ed men, ‘but the billeting office 
suggests that personnel assigned 
here write in advance for a reser- 
vation. Guest house accommo- 
dations are limited to seven days 
for officers, three days for en- 
listed men. 

Excellent public, parochial and 
private schools are available in 
nearby communities. 

BOQs are adequate. Recently 
five new kitchenette apartments 
were completed for Army Nurse 
Corps and Women’s Army Corps 
Officers. These are assigned as 
they become vacant on a senior- 
ity basis. 








Fort Sill, Okla. 


CN Post housing at Fort Sill 
consists of 1218 sets of 
quarters with an additional 200 
sets approved for MCA construc- 
tion, to be completed by FY 64. 
Of the 1218 sets, 369 are per- 
manent quarters which were con- 
structed between -1861 and 1935, 
349 are Capehart units complet- 
ed in 1960, and 500 are acquired 
Wherry units. These are broken 
down into 210 field grade units, 
382 company grade and 626 NCO 
units. 

Minimum furnishings are avail- 
able for all quarters. Some items 
of furniture are in short sup- 
ply, waiting lists exist for items 
such as rugs, lamps, china cabi- 
nets. 

Requests for housing may be 
made at any time after receipt 
of orders to Fort Sill however, as- 
signment will not be made until 
after physically reporting to the 
Post. Quarters are assigned on 
a rank and date of rank basis 
within the various categories out- 
lined in current regulations. 
Waiting period for the various 


categories are:

Full Colonels — Assignment upon arrival 
Field Grade — A few days to six weeks 
Captains — 2&6 months 
Lieutenants — 6-24 months

The above waiting times are 
subject to constant change with 
conditions. A letter addressed 
to Headquarters Commandant 
Billeting Division on receipt of 
orders will elicit up-to-date in- 
formation.

QUARTERS for guests and 
transient personnel are extreme- 
ly limited. Reservations should 
be made well in advance with 
the Officers Club and Post Ex- 
change. Billets for permanent 
and transient officers are also 
extremely limited. Adequate 
quarters exist for bachelor stu- 
dent officers ordered to the Ar- 
tillery and Missile School. 

Rental units are currently 
available in Lawton. Here again, 





their availability is subject to 


constant change. Prices range 
from $60-$80, for 2-bedroom 
apartments and up to $140 for a 
4bedroom house. 

There is a considerable amount 
of new construction in Lawton. 
However, most of the new units 
are being constructed for sale 
and not for rental. Several 
trailer parks exist in Lawton, 
but none on the Post.

Stewart Homes is a semi-per- 
manent housing area on-post 
which provides two and three 
bedroom individual houses of 
prefabricated construction. 

Two bedroom units in Stewart 
Homes rent for $49 a month, 
with an average utility cost dur- 
ing the summer of $13 per 
month. Three bedroom units 
rent for $57, with summer 
utilities costing $15 monthly 
and winter utilities $35 month- 
ly. Estimated winter utilities 
include the cost of fuel. 

All housing on post is fur- 
nished with a range and refrig- 
erator. 

Capehart and Stewart Homes 
are located approximately two 
miles from the main canton- 
ment area. 

A number of apartments and 
some houses are presently avail- 
able in nearby Hinesville, ap- 
proximately one mile from the 
post, and other towns in the sur- 
rounding area. The number of 
vacancies and rental rates could 
vary considerably should the 
number of personnel assigned 
to the post increase. 

For temporary visits there are 
officer and enlisted guest houses.

Time to Prepare 


This is the time of year when the De- 
fense Department shapes many of the major 
programs the services will live with in the 
future. Though Congress wil] not reopen for 
business until January, the current budget 
planning will determine in large measure 
the type of legislation it will consider. 

It is too early to get a clear picture of 
the personnel programs the services will 
present, but there are some disturbing re- 
ports that Defense “budget guidelines” are 
again aimed at the “status quo.” We hope 
these reports are unfounded; otherwise, the 
chances for much needed pay and benefits 
proposals would be unfavorable. 

The climate for such personnel measures 
is probably particularly bad at the moment. 
Retention rates have been climbing. The fact 
the services have authority to hold many 
members involuntarily also tends to mask 

ersonnel problems. With the expensive Ber- 

fin build-up, it is understandable that the 
services might be hesitant in pushing new 
measures which would increase costs over 
the next few years. 

It seems quite likely, however, that the 
services will experience new personnel dif- 
ficulties when the Berlin crisis is over. After 
viewing the freezes, the retirement restric- 
tions and the family travel limitations of 
recent months, it would also be understand- 
able if many men who might have extended 
their careers decide to “get out while the 
getting is good.” 

The services and the Defense Depart- 
ment should take a long, hard look in the 
coming weeks at the full career picture and 
judge whether it is adequate to attract and 

vld men in the numbers needed for the 
long haul. We suspect they would find that 
major adjustments in the pay, benefits, 
housing and personnel areas are needed and 
that failure to attend to them now could 
prove even more costly in later years. 

Any way you look at it, military com- 
pensation is lagging. 

The just-adjourned Congress increased 
per diem for civilian employes. But the cor- 
responding military increase was lost in the 
fight over the retired pay computation meas- 
ure. 

The year before, Congress increased civil- 
jan employes’ basic pay. The last military 
increase was in June 1958. In that connec- 
tion, the cost-of-living index in September 
was 128.3. That is, it took $128.30 in Sep- 
tember to buy a selected list of goods, hous- 
ing and services that could be bought for 
$100 in 1947 through 1948. The cost-of-liv- 
in index in January 1958, when the last 
military. pay increase bill was drafted, was 
122.3. Thus, since the last increase, costs 
have increased six points on the scale, or 
4.9 percent. 

Quarters pay has lagged even more bad- 
ly. It would take at least a 25 percent in- 
crease in quarters allowances to put service- 
men even with the cost-of-living index in- 
creases since 1952, when those allowances 
last were raised. 





Lost Money 


The bill increasing the trailer allowance 
was signed into law on 4 October, quite a 
bit more than a month ago. It does not be- 
come effective until the necessary’ regula- 
tions are drafted, approved and published. 

The law is complicated, admittedly, but 
surely the well-staffed Defense and service 
personnel offices have had enough time to 
lick it into shape. Each day’s delay costs 
some. serviceman money Congress has said 
he should have. Let’s get on with it.

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Medics in Top Jobs

Our greatest problem in the field of 
military medicine is the failure to have 
outstanding practicing physicians (intern- 
ists, general surgeons, neuropsychiatrists, 
etc.) in key positions from the profes- 
sional service chief level in the medical 
facilities (fixed and field) to the depart- 
mental level in Washington, including 
each intermediate headquarters between. 

Physicians who have specialized in pub- 
lic health (preventive medicine) should 
never be the command surgeon or hos- 
pital. commander, nor should they ever 
have jurisdiction over “practicing” physi- 
cians. 

Routinely, the Army has non-practicing 
physicians in the positions of hospital 
commanders, division surgeons, corps sur- 
geons, army surgeons, on the staff of the 
Surgeon General, senior medical officers 
in MAAGs, etc. z 

* 


AS A TYPICAL EXAMPLE, the Army 
has a medical officer as the chief, Med- 
ical Branch, MAAG, Vietnam, an_indi- 
vidual who has no apparent interest in 
the practice of medicine. His predecessor 
was the same type. 

Neither has made “grand rounds” with 
the Vietnamese medical officers, which is 
the only way one can really observe the 
day-to-day medical care. Both would be 
lost in the operating room. I doubt if 
either of them hds treated a patient since 
World War II. | 

Recently, the y assigned as a hos- 
pital commander pf one of our most reput- 
able overseas hospitals, a medical officer 
who is the greatest handshaker of all 
times, yet in the field of medicine he has 
lacked the respect of his medical staff.

THE AIR FORCE is not faced with as 
great a problem to the fact few senior 
medical officers! transferred from the 


Army to the Air Force. However, the Air 
Force does have a few non-practicing 


base medical services, ete. Air Force med- 
ical personnel have frankly stated that 
this type of medical ufficer is a real prob- 
lem for effective medical care. 

Naval medical personnel have stated 
that they use these individuals as chiefs 
of outpatient services (Army has also), 
deputy hospital commanders, etc. 

Under questioning, the young physician 
will admit the only real contact .he has 
with the senior non-practicing physicians 
is when the former is called on the carpet 
due to a complaint by a patient, relative 
or unit commander or to tell the young 
physician how the practice of medicine 
was in the old days or during World War 
II. In effect, the senior non-practicing 
physicians have no appreciation: of the 
modern art of the practice of medicine. 

ae a + 


THE FIELD commander, wing com- 
mander or captain of the ship is an ef- 
fective commander only when he can talk 
the language of the members of his com- 
mand and the members appreciate his 
ability. He is expected to be someone who 
understands the problems of the mem- 
bers of the command and is able to work 
with them in solving the problems. 

In the field of medicine, it is no dif- 
ferent. An effective senior medical officer 
makes grand rounds with members of his 
staff. He is consulted professionally on 
diagnostic and treatment problems. He at- 
tends professional cenferences and gives 
lectures on subjects of his specialty. 

With most of the key positions being 
filled with non-practicing physicians, the 
military is without an effective plan to 
evaluate the quality of medical care and 
records. Only a fool would routinely ven- 
ture into a field and place his lack of 
professional ability in the public eye. 

Therefore, military inspections of mili- 
tary medical facilities are generally lim- 
ited to housekeeping, personnel adminis- 
tration, supply, food service and funds. 
(Comments regarding patient length of 
stay, non-effective rates, admission rates,

A FRENCHMAN named Du- 
lot wrote his literary curiosities 
the easy way.

“The gentleman said, in speak- 
ing of the word that, that that 
that that that lady parsed, was 
not that that that that gentle- 
man requested her to analyze.” 

Fortunately for literature, 
there have been many writers 
who have tried to write as sim- 
ply as_ possible. Alexander 
Pope, for instance, wrote entire 
poems using primarily one-sylla- 
ble words. And they were good 
poems, too.

SOME PEOPLE who can’t 
write spend their time counting 
up what other people have 
written.

Another patient Bible student 
reports that the word and oc- 
curs 35,543 times in the Old 
Testament. In the. New Testa- 
ment, it shows up 10,684 times.

The “Oddities and Curiosities” 
book reports that the familiar 
verse “Old Mother Hubbard” 
doesn’t have a single letter I 
anywhere in it.

“love.” This book was used by 
stage magicians, who astounded 
their audiences with what ap- 
peared to be incredible mem- 
ories.

HERE ARE A FEW other 
meaningless oddities which 
might come in handy during 
cocktail party lulls: 

The word “big-faced” has the 
first seven letters of the alpha- 
bet in it. “Boldface” is the 
shortest unhyphenated word to 
have the alphabet’s first six let- 
ters. A long word that doesn’t 
0 above or below the line is 
“overnervousnesses.” And you 
can type the word “typewriter” 
using only the top row of keys 
on a typewriter. 

All six vowels appear in 
order in the word “facetiously.” 
And if anybody should ask 
whether you can think of an- 
other word that has all six 
vowels in it, your answer could 
be, “Unquestionably!”

lish, Portuguese, Rumanian, Rus- 
sian, Serbo-Croatian, Spanish, 
Tagalog, Thai, Twi, Urdu and 
Vietnamese. Those marked with 
an asterisk (*) are alternates 
and in all three cases, French 
is possible instead.

THE INTERESTING thing is 
the requirement established that 
the military attaches in many 
countries speak the native 
tongue. 

For example, in Hong Kong— 
a British crown colony, where 
all officials speak English—the 
Army liaison officer is required 
to speak either Portuguese or 
Cantonese Chinese. It appears 
obvious that he must be able to 
communicate with others than 
the officials. 

In Viet Nam, attaches are ex- 


pected to be able to speak 
French and/or Vietnamese. The 
circular does not make clear 
whether possession of both lan- 
guages is required, as it does 
not in other areas where more 
than one language is listed. 
* + + 

LANGUAGES “new,” to the 
Army at least, also appear. The 
attache to Ghana, which was for- 
merly a part of the British pos- 
sessions in Africa and therefore 
a place in which English is wide- 
ly understood, must speak Twi. 

In Pakistan and India, Urdu 
and Hindi respectively are re- 
quired, in spite of widespread 
knowledge of English in these 
two members of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. 

However, in some nations only 
the European language spoken 
by the country’s former owner 
is required. Cameroun in. Af- 
rika, formerly a French posses- 
sion, is one of these. Only 
French is required of the at- 
tache.

SEVERAL YEARS ago then 
Army Chief of Staff Gen. Max- 
well D. Taylor required that all 
Regular Army officers acquire 
fluency in another language be- 
sides English. The requirement 
was based on the educational 
advantage more than the need 
of the Army. 

But with 31 languages now 
listed—and this not being an ex- 
clusive list, since not all coun- 
tries in which attaches serve ap- 
pear in the circular—the require- 
ment takes on an operational 
aspect. This is reinforced by 
the Army’s mission in counter- 
guerrilla warfare training.

§ bag DEPLOYMENT of 11 tactical fighter squadrons of 
the Air National Guard to European bases (chiefly in 
France) is reported by the Pentagon to have been 


completed. 


This adds from 200 to 275 ad- 
ditional fighter planes to the sub- 
stantial fighter force already 
available to the U.S. Air Force 
in western and central Europe. 
At least twice that number of 
fighters of the Tactical Air Com- 
mand. (active Air Force) are 
available at United States bases. 
These, being refuelable in flight, 
could be sent across the Atlan- 
tic on very short notice. 

The immediate importance of 
this increased readiness for our 
tactical air capabilities in Europe 
is emphasized by recent indica- 
tions of a possible Soviet or 
East German attempt to interfere 
with free use of the Western 
air corridors to Berlin.

escort for transport aircraft or 
even continuous protective pa- 
trolling of the corridors might 
well be required. 

Also, planes making their land- 
ing approaches to Tempelhof air- 
field in the U.S. sector of West 
Berlin usually have to make a 
circuit over Communist East Ber- 
lin. The right of the Western 
powers to free use of the air 
space over the whole of Berlin 
is as clearly established as their 
right to the unrestricted use of 
the air corridors, and _ these 
rights extend to normal com- 
mercial air traffic as well as to 
the movements of military air- 
craft. 

Nevertheless the East Ger- 
mans have begun an ominous 
clamor of complaint about “vio- 
lation of the air space of the 
German Democratic Republic” 
by Western civilian planes mak- 
ing their normal Tempelhof ap- 
proach.

sion in Europe for U.S. fighters

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New Simulated Targets Test 
Combat Ability of Nike Units 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo.—Simulated targets soon will be used to help test the 
combat capability of Nike guided missile units of the Army Air Defense Command in 
practice air battles over McGregor Range in New Mexico, 


Lt. Gen. Robert J. Wood, com- 
manding general of ARADCOM, 
said that the target simulator pro- 
gram will result in savings of 
millions of ,dollars each year, by 
reducing the requirement for tar- 
get drones. 

Simulated targets can be made 
s0 réalistic, he pointed out, that 
performance characteristics of any 
known bomber can be duplicated. 

“Then if. our Nike radar opera- 
tors ever see an enemy bomber 
on their radar scopes, it won’t be 
new to them,” Gen. Wood added. 


The target simulator device is an 
electronic complex housed in a 
mobile trailer van and consisting 
of an operator’s station and various 
controls and display equipment.

IN FIRINGS involving Nike 
Ajax and Nike Hercules missiles, 
results were “outstanding,” accord- 
ing to training officers. Tests ac- 
tually demonstrated ‘that the sys- 
tems can reach and destroy targets 
thousands of feet above the design 
specifications for the supersonic 
missiles or any known bomber. For 
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instance, a successful “kill” was 
achieved by a Hercules missile 
against a simulated target flying 
at a speech of 1200 knots and an 
altitude of 97,000 feet. 

The new system will provide sev- 
eral additional challenges for mis- 
sile crews in comparison to the 
drone targets now used. 

Targets with speeds up to 2000 
knots can be simulated. .

Harrold said it has often been 
concluded “erroneously from its 
name that the National War Col- 
lege is primarily concerned with 
war or military planning. “To the 
contrary,” he said, “its ultimate 
goal is educating men for leader- 
ship in the broad field of national 
security.”

that there are no government 
quarters available in Germany 
and that this is one of the main 
reasons for the continuing ban on 
dependent travel. Other reasons 
are the shortage of proper medical 
facilities, priority being given 
military supplies over “consumer 
goods” in shipments which reduce 
stocks in commissaries and PXs. 
This in turn forces individuals to 
meet their needs on the civilian 
economy, increases the drain on 
dollars and hurts the attempts be- 
ing made to solve the “gold flow” 
problem, 

Unofficially, the best advice to 
dependents left behind is to let 
the sponsor do an_ on-the-spot 
reconnaissance of the housing and 
support facilities available. If they 
are adequate and he can arrange 
a place to stay, food and services— 
and if the family wants to spend 
the money—it can go to Europe 
at its own expense. 

Government paid and sponsored 
travel could resume any time after 
March, or even earlier, once the 
so-called “build-up” is over. The 
ban on dependent travel by MATS 
and MSTS has made available 
troop equipment space which is 
being used to build stocks of 
equipment for units which may be 
going to Europe during December.

Military medical consultants 
make occasional field visits which 
are generally limited to seeing a 
couple of interesting cases and 
having a conference. Fortunately, 
the military medical services have 
recognized the value of their hos- 
pitals approved by the Joint Com- 
mission on the Accreditation of 
Hospitals but too often this is con- 
sidered desirable for prestige pur- 
poses only. N 





RECOMMEND the following ac- 
tion by the Secretary of Defense: 

@ Obtain the services of an out- 
standing field representative from 
the Joint Commission on the Ac- 
creditation of Hospitals to con- 
tinuously visit all military hospitals 
and field commands in order to 
thoroughly evaluate the quality of 
medical care and medical records, 
using the standards of the JCAH 
as a guide and report his findings 
and recommendations to the office 
of the Secretary of Defense. (Note: 
Only one representative would be 
enough to wake up the military 
medical services.) 

@ Direct the various secretaries 
to assign physicians of outstanding 
ability in the field of medicine to 
key positions at all levels. 

@ Force the _ retirement of 
those senior physicians who have 
not remained in active practice or 
require them to take a concen- 
trated refresher course at a spe- 
cialized treatment center to pre- 
pare them for return to active 
practice. (Note: A good percentage 
of them could be put out to pas- 
ture at medical and armed Forces 
examining stations as a last resort; 
also, a few could be made ‘ma- 
ment members of medical tear 
and physical evaluation boards to 
relieve the practicing physician of 
these time-consuming tasks.) 





Air Transport Service (MATS), 
flights out of McGuire were made 
up mostly of un-accompanied air- 
men and soldiers who were sent to 
Europe as part of Defense’s beef- 
up of ground troops in that area. 

A check with McGuire air traffic 
officials shortly after the depend- 
ent ban was imposed showed that 
a steady flow of soldiers from 
nearby Fort Dix filled MATS 
planes rapidly and there were 
filled-to-capacity flights to Europe 
at close intervals.

THE FLOW of troops from Dix 
has ebbed slightly since the heavy 
traffic began slightly more than a 
month ago, a check this week by 
Army Times revealed. 


One discovery has been made by 
air traffic officials at McGuire dur- 
ing the troop build-up.. Soldiers 
prefer to fly to their overseas 
assignments rather than spend nine 
to 12 days aboard troop © ships, 
officials told the Times. Of course, 
most of the soldiers have gone to 
Europe via troop ships, but the 
overflow which has gone by MATS 
has been considerable. 

Suffice it to say that the troop 
movement has been enough to 
serve as Defense’s reason for 
halting dependent travel to Europe 
during the build-up. 


THE ONLY dependent travel to 
Europe via MATS aircraft since 
1 October has been dependents 
heading for West Berlin, the only 
area excepted under the ban. 

McGuire officials said there have 
been few if any comments from 
out-bound servicemen whose de- 


pendents have remained in the 
states indicating dissatisfaction 
with the current situation. A good 
many servicemen. travelling over- 
seas in a un-accompanied status 
have said they actually do not want 
their families to travel to Europe 
at this time because of the tense 
situation, officials said. 

Transportation officials indi- 
cated this week that they have 
been pleasantly surprised at the 
reaction among servicemen since 
the dependent ban went into effect 
slightly more than a month ago. 
They said they fully expected piles 
of requests for exceptions and the 
usual preponderence of congres- 
sional inquiries with regard to 
constituents. 

~ . 

THUS FAR, however, there have 
only been a handful of ‘individual 
requests or congressionals, officials 
said. 

They reiterated their belief that 
servicemen have accepted the de- 
pendent ban in stride, unlike last 
year’s restrictions imposed because 
of the precarious flow of gold from 
the United States. Even oversea 
commanders, who normally are 
covetous of morale in their areas 
have not complained. 

There have been a number of 
requests for exception from men 
asking that dependents be permit- 
ted to travel, officials said, but 
most have been genuine hardship 
cases. In cases where extreme 
hardships have been caused, such 
as sold homes, dependents up- 
rooted anticipating travel, etc., 
exceptions have been allowed for

hensive that the entire mobiliza- 
tion program may be made a poli- 
tical football in the coming elec- 
tion year. 

The article which started the 
wave of complaints appeared on 
the Herald Tribune’s front page 
under the headline: “U.S. May. 
Freeze Reservists on Active: Duty 
If Crises Hold.” The story, with 
a Washington dateline, read: 

“If world tensions remain 
critical next year, the 155,299 re- 
servists already ‘mobilized prob- 
ably will be frozen on active duty. 

“This is the current plan at the 
Pentagon. It has the tentative 
support of Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara and it is ex- 
pected to win favor also with 
President Kennedy.” 

Queries on this alleged plan 
from the two New York senators 
were answered by Carlisle P. 
Runge, Assistant Secretary of De- 
fense for manpower, as follows: 

“Such extension would not only 
be in violation of the joint resolu- 
tion but would be contrary to the 
policy of the Secretary of Defense 
and that of the military depart- 
ments. 

“It is the intent of the Depart- 
ment of Defense to release the 
reservists from active duty as soon 
as the situation will permit, but in 
no case later than the termination 
of the twelve months’ tour of ac- 
tive duty, unless the reservists 
volunteer to remain on active duty 
and there is a requirement for 
their services.” 

” . * 

UNDER THE POWER granted 
by the joint resolution referred to, 
the President was authorized to 
extend the tour of servicemen on 
active duty 1 Aug. 1961 for up to 
12 months. Also, as many as 250,- 
000 reservists could be ordered to 
active duty for tours of up to 12 
months. This law ean be invoked 
at any time before the temporary 
authority expires 1 July 1962. 

Even if the alleged “freeze” 
plan were not in conflict with the 
cited law, spokesmen pointed out, 
it would be contrary to the mili- 
tary policies which have guided 
the current buildup.. Recalls and 
involuntary extensions were _re- 
sorted to only because the inten- 
sification of the Berlin crisis left 
too little time for the preferred 
method of raising the active forces’ 
strength through volunteers and 
draftees, it was said. 

In the Herald Tribune article, 
the reasoning behind the alleged 
freeze plan was explained as fol- 
lows: 

“Pentagon planners have decided 
there are three ways in which they 
could maintain the military man- 
power level if the world situation 
requires it. One way would be 
to increase the draft, now running 
at 20,000 men a month. Another 
would be to call up fresh reserves. 
The third would be to freeze the 
reserves already mobilized and 
continue the draft at its current 
level. 

“Officials said the third alterna- 
tive is favored because it would 
meet Secretary McNamara’s de- 
mand for ‘combat readiness.’ . . . 
Raw recruits and reserve units 
freshly called up from civilian life 
do not possess it.”

THE FLAW in this line of rea- 
soning, Pentagon officials said, 
is that any increase needed in 
the permanent level of active 
combat-ready forees can be ac- 
complished over the next year 
without freezing the reservists. 
There is time for the training, 
now — purchased the recall 
of a limited number of reservists. 

There is one type of condition 
under which reservists might be 
frozen, officials ceneede. That 
would be an emergeney approach- 
ing the magnitude of a Pearl 
Harbor attack oceurrimg before 
the release of the re- 
servists. Obviously, under such 
cireumstances, there would be a 


general mobilization, 
planners point out. 


“It’s true that we can’t tell re- 
servists today exactly when they’ll 
get out — Mr. Khrushchev has 
something to do with that and he 
can start a war tomorrow,” one 
officer commented. 


The Herald Tribune this week 
published a report of the Defense 
Department’s denial of the so-call- 
ed freeze plan, including the of- 
ficial view that such a move 
would violate law and be contrary 
to the administration’s policy. 
However, the newspaper article as- 
serted that Secretary McNamara 
“apparently” dropped the idea be- 
cause of the “political realities.” 

* » ~ 


AS THE NEWSPAPER told it: 
“A month ago, Mr. McNamara was 
inspired by the reported high 
morale and patriotic zeal of the 
suddenly mustered reservists. Rut 
today, he and others axe in re- 
ceipt of letters from the reserv- 
ists and. their families, reflecting 
abysmally low morale.” 


Cited as evidence of the fallen 
morale were numerous letters re- 
ceived by the New York paper 
after publication of the 15 Octo- 
ber story. One example came 
from a reservist called to Fort 
Bragg, N.C., just when he was ex- 
pecting a promotion in his new 
job — “I didn’t mind being re- 
activated for one year. Now I 
may stay in the Army for two 
years ... This really is turning 
my stomach.” 


The newspaper, which espouses 
Republican partisanship on its 
editorial pages, called attention to 
a report that “President Kennedy 
is greeted with boos and catcalls 
when his image is flashed on 
movie screens at the post thea- 
ters.” 


military 


OTHER LETTERS reprinted by 
the newspaper show the floodgates 
have been opened for a wide va- 
riety of complaints. Summariz- 
ing these complaints, the article 
said the reservists ask why should 
they “bear the burden alone?” 

“They also deride the quality 
of their training,” the account 
continues, “contending that many 
of them are walking around with 
nothing to do. Finally, they ques- 
tion the wisdom of the callup it- 
self, wondering if it is meaning- 
less window-dressing and not at 
all a sincere effort to halt the de 
terioration of ground forces’ that 
developed during the Eisenhower 
administration’s almost exclusive 
reliance on the theory of massive 
nuclear retaliation as a war de- 
terrent.” 

Similar reports of complaining 
letters have begun appearing in 
other large metropolitan journals. 
Defense authorities, concerned 
over fhe threat of further damage 
to morale of military personnel, 
called a meeting in the Pentagon 
this week to get the views of 
all the services on how the 
“freeze” rumor might best be laid 
to rest. 

Reports of lack of equipment 
and poor training in Fort Stewart, 
Ga., Fort Dix, N.J., and Fort 
Bragg, also were published in the 
New York .Daily News this week. 
However, one revealing letter from 
a serviceman’s wife appeared to 
indicate the basic source of the 
discontent. It read: 

“We do not know how long my 
husband will have to serve. When 
first he was called we were told 
that these reservists would be re- 
leased as soon as the situation in 
Berlin improved, but now it 
seems he will be kept in for a 
longer time. How can we plan our 
future when we do not know when 
we will be able to be together 
again? We hope that we will soon 
find out where we stand.” 

Where the reservists stand; of- 
ficials say, is exactly where they 
stood all along. Barring a war, 
they’]l serve one year — possibly 





less, but no more.

Rule on Quarters 


Allowance Unfair? 


FORT SAM HOUSTON, Tex.: 
The Army discriminates against 
married enlisted WAC personnel. 


I refer to Par 5-52, AR 37-104. 
This paragraph states that an en- 
listed man, married to an enlisted 
woman can draw quarters allow- 
ance WITHOUT dependents only, 
even though he must maintain 
housing for two people, and the 
enlisted woman is not entitled to 
quarters allowance at all. 

However, if the enlisted woman 
is discharged from the service, she 
is entitled to the Class Q allotment 
and the enlisted man draws quar- 
ters allowance WITH ONE de- 
pendent, even though he still only 
has to maintain housing for two 
people. 

On the other hand, all an officer 
has to do is to go down to the 
billeting office and get a certificate 
of Non-Availability of Quarters (an 
easy thing for an officer to get, 
particularly if she is an O-4 or 
above) and both can draw quarters 
allowance WITHOUT dependents. 

The way this regulation is writ- 
ten, it is understood that quarters 
are always available to enlisted 
women on any post where WAC 
barracks are available. 

However, her husband cannot 
live in WAC barracks. Doesn’t the 
Army believe that a military wom- 
an has the right to live with her 
husband, the same as a civilian 
woman? Apparently not. 

Many qualified enlisted women 
who might otherwise remain in 


tservice, thereby saving the govern- 


ment the cost of training replace- 
ments, are now leaving the service, 
partly because of the inequality of 
this particular regulation. If the 
enlisted man could receive quar- 
ters allowance WITH DEPEND- 
ENTS, or both enlisted members 
receive quarters allowance WITH- 
OUT dependents, probably many 
enlisted women now getting out, 
would remain in the service.

Fort Ord: Calm, Cool Infantry Post 


By CAROL ARNDT 
Times Staff Writer 


FORT ORD, Calif. — This post’s 28,600 


acres of rolling plains and rugged, scrub covered . 


hills makes it ideal for its primary mission — 
infantry training. The current trainee load is 
approximately 16,000 men, only 1,500 more than 
were being trained regularly before semi- 
mobilization was ordered in September. 


No step-up in tempo is apparent here. The post has 
an aura of calmness compared to such posts as Fort 
4  .Lewis, Fort Carson and Fort 
Chaffee, where thousands of 
new soldiers are being re- 
ceived and where barracks 
buildings are being repaired 
and cleaned to receive them 
on an almost ‘round the 
clock work schedule. 

When Army Times 
visited Ord, the. only place 
the dirt was flying (except 
on the firing ranges) was in 
an area adjacent to the post 
where giant earth movers 
were preparing sandy hills 
for 500 new Capehart hous- 
ing units. Water sprinklers 
had to be used to soak the 

powdery soil so that graded 
GEN. TROXEL areas could be packed. 

When the new construction has been completed, 
Ord’s government housing will total 3084, of which 839 
units are for officers and 2245 for enlisted families. 
(Army Times carried a complete report on the hous- 
ing situation at this post in a recent issue.) 

Located near the communities of Monterey, Pacific 
Grove and Carmel, Ord has an ideal climate all year, 
as fresh sea breezes blow across the almost level land. 
A blanket is comfortable for sleeping the year around, 
and the days are seldom uncomfortably warm even in 
summer. The year-round uniform is the wool serge, 
AG44. Men assigned to Camp Roberts, 90 miles to the 
south, wear the cotton khaki uniform during the sum- 
mer. 

San Francisco is 110 miles north,-and Los Angeles 
340 miles south. A modern airport in Monterey serv- 
ices flights daily.

NAMED AFTER an Indian fighter and Civil War 
commander, Maj. Gen. Edward Cresap Ord, the post’s 
beginning dates back to 1917 when the government 
bought 15,324 acres for about $16,000. It was used as a 
maneuver area and field artillery target range for the 
11th Cav. and the 76th Field Arty., then stationed at the 
Presidio of Monterey. 

The first real work on the reservation got started 
in 1938 as a WPA project. Eventually WPA received 
more than $6 million for construction work at the post, 
named Camp Ord in 1939. The post was enlarged to 
about 20,000 acres in 1940, when the Army bought ad- 
ditional acreage. Still more land was bought later to 
bring the total to its present 28,600 acres. 

During World War II, Ord was used as a staging 
area for many divisions and units including the 35th, 
43d, 3d and 27th divisions. Following that war, Fort 
Ord assumed a slower pace when it became the home of 
the 4th Replacement Training Center in 1947. It was

FORT ORD, Calif —General] facilities here are those 
found at most Army posts in the States. They include 
the commissary and commissary drive-in annex, two 
service stations, post office, credit union, shoe repair 
shop, QM laundry, beauty shop, barber shops and tele- 
graph office. 

The Main Post Exchange has branch stores that in- 
clude an auto accessory shop, home and garden shop, 
party snack shop, tot/teen shop and village store.

HUNTER LIGGETT is about 70 miles south of 
Ord, and consists of 286,000 acres, making it the larg- 


est military training area in the west. Its varied ter- 


rain makes it excellent for all types of training and 
maneuvers. 

Another sub-installation is Camp Roberts, 90 miles 
to the south. Constructed as an Armored Training Cen- 
ter during World War II, the installation has 44,000 
acres. An inactive installation, still it bustles with ac- 
tivity during the summer months when Reserve and 
National Guard troops use it for summer training. 
The area is also used from time to time by support 
troops for the Combat Development Experimentation 
Center (CDEC), which has its headquarters at Ord. 

In terms of acreage (400) the Presidio of Monterey 
is the smallest of Ord’s sub-installations. It is the home 
of the Army Language School, where 28 foreign lan- 
guages are now being taught. The school plays an im- 
portant role in the foreign policy of the States. 

Also at the Presidio, is the HumRRO unit, George 
Washington University’s Human Resources Research 
Office, operating under contract to the Army and de- 
signed to help the Army make the most efficient use 
of the human resources available to it.

Dues at the “Top Two Club,” where the usual club 
facilities are’ available to E8s and E9s, are $3 a month. 
At the Ord Senior NCO Club (E5s and above) and at 
the Presidio NCO Club (E4s and above) the dues are 
$1 per month. The Junior NCO Club, open to E3s and 
E4s, charges $1 per month. 

The Rod and Gun Club holds pistol and small-bore 
rifle matches, skeet and trap shoots, and in addition to 
its two skeet ranges, trap range and duck tower, has 
access to other ranges—both indoor and outdoor. The 
club house has a sales store for members. Dues are $3 
per year. : 

The Parachute Club is open only to active duty 
military members. No dues are charged. Instructors 
are available during the day and evening. Club members 
present lectures and demonstrations ‘to interested 
civilian groups and also give sky-diving exhibitions at 
local fairs and other activities. 

The Flying Club is open to active military members 
of any service, thetr dependents and to Department of 
Defense civilians.

SPECIAL SERVICES AND RECREATION — Rec- 
reational facilities include an 18-hole golf course, seven 
tennis courts, a lighted baseball field, 17 softball fields, 
lighted football stadium, 12-lane bowing alley, two Little 
League fields, one Bath Ruth field, 69 volleyball courts, 
20 horseshoe courts, two outdoor basketball courts, 
three libraries, three theaters and four picnic areas. 

Weekly boxing matches, featuring eight bouts with

HUNTING AND FISHING—Hunting and fishing on 
the Ord complex is available to all soldiers and de- 
pendents assigned to, stationed on, or visiting Ord 
ane Liggett, Camp Roberts and Presidio of Mon- 
- terey. 

Deer hunting on the Hunter Liggett Reservation is 
excellent and each year the reservation accommodates 
more than 2000 hunters. Hunter Liggett also has wild 
boar hunting. Pheasant hunting is available at Ord and 
Camp Roberts. Each year about 2500 pheasants are 
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raised on these reservations and released during the 
hunting season for military sportsmen. Dove, quail and 
rabbit hunting is plentiful on all three reservations. 


SCHOOLS AND NURSERIES —A nursery for chil- 
dren from three months to 10 years charges 30¢ per 
hour for one child, to a maximum of 80¢ per hour for 
five or more children in the same family. Weekly rates 
are available. Lunch costs 25¢. 

The pre-school is a non-profit organization operated 
by an elected board and supervised by a nursery school 
director. Tuition is $12 per month. 

The three elementary schools have classes from 
kindergarten through sixth grade. Limited bus service 
is available and two of the schools have cafeteria facili- 
ties. . 

The new Roger S. Fitch Junior High School is in-its 
first year of operation. It houses grades seven through 
nine, has a cafeteria and limited bus service.

TO SOLVE COMBAT PROBLEMS 





The Scientific Approach Helps 


FORT ORD, Calif—The Combat Development Ex- 
perimentation Center (CDEC), located at’ Ord, is where 
concepts of organization and operation developed by 


several agencies of the Combat Development System 
are evaluated by experimentation. CDEC takes its or- 
ders from Headquarters, CONARC, at Fort Monroe, Va, 


Brig. Gen. Charles S. D’Orsa, who commands CDEC, 
defines. the business of- his command in these words: 
“We are constantly advancing our combat experimen- 
tation capabilities to meet the requirements of the U.S. 
Army’s Combat Development System. The achievement 
of these goals, through intensive and progréssive field 
experimentation, will be a major contribution to the 
invincibility of our combat forces on a battlefield of 
the future.” 

* . + 

TROOPS assigned to CDEC train and conduct small 
scale experiments at Camp Roberts, while large scale 
experiments are conducted at Hunter Liggett ey 
Reservation. Together, these areas contain close t 
300,000 acres, of which about 225,000 are usable sar 
experimentation. The rest consists of high mountains 
suitable for mountain-type operations, and an excellent 
safety barrier for firing. 

CDEC is planning a supervisory headquarters for 
the command. It includes experimental research, troop 
operations and support functions. It acts with com- 
mand, staff, operational elements and a scientific con- 


tractor. Scientific services are furnished, under con- 
tract, by the Stanford Rerearch Institute at Menlo 
Park, Calif. _ 

CDEC’s principle guideposts are and ob- 


jectivity. All facets of combat, including ¢organiaton, 
tactics, weapons and equipment are pl 
sided simulated battles. 

CDEC is trying to eliminate prejudice and opinion 
by having scientists objectively measure and analyze 
the results of simulated battles. CDEC is not fighting

the battles of previous wars, but is applying military 
science to the future to decide what should be done 
to improve the Army’s fighting capability. 

Experiments are made in a realistically simulated 
combat environment. A scenario sets the stage so that 
variations in tactics and techniques, either those con- 
sidered most effective based on weapon and equip- 
ment and organizational capabilities, or those needed 
to determine requirements for new weapons, equip- 
ment and type organization, can be examined. 


In order to have any degree of confidence in the 
findings, conclusions and recommendations resulting 
from this experimentation, the information gathered 
during any experiment must have been generated in 
a realistic combat environment. Battlefield interactions 
between antagonists must have occurred in approxi- 
mately the same fashion they would have during real 
combat.

THE HEART of CDEC’s experimentation is the 
Experimentation Operations Center at Hunter Liggett, 
where every action taken during an experiment is re- 
corded and collated. These records form the basis for 
scientific evaluation of the experiment. 

The most modern equipment available must be used 
in these experiments, and new equipment in limited

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JAG School Boasts Quality Faculty, Facilities

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va.—Good Army lawyers aren’t born, they’re made. And an 
important part of their education comes from the Judge Advocate General’s School lo- 
cated here on the historic University of Virginia campus. 

The JAG School students, numbering about 650 each year, are quartered in a three- 


story red brick building of Geor- 
gian architecture opposite the Uni- 
versity’s Law School where the 
JAG classes are held. A_ better 
atmosphere for serious thinking 
about filitary justice would be 
hard to imagine. 

One reason why the Army de- 
cided to come here in 1951, when 
the need for a permanent JAG 
School became increasingly appar- 
ent, is the University’s law library 
which numbers 140,000 volumes. 
It is the largest law library in the 
South. ; ‘

HOW GOOD is the JAG School? 
Opinion varies, but many agree 
with the highly-respected and in- 
fluential John Hervey, experienced 
dean of two law schools who is 
the counsel to the committee on 
legal education of the American 
Bar Association. Hervey says flat- 
ly that the JAG School is “the 
best graduate program of law in 
the United States.” 

There are 11 courses taught at 
the schoo] ranging from the tough, 
nine-month “Judge Advocate Offi- 
cer Career Course” for experienc- 
ed JAs to the ten-week “Special 
Course” which introduces new JAG 
officers to military law. A young 
lawyer newly commissioned in the 
Army — no matter how briliant 
or well-schooled — knows little, if 
anything, about the fundamentals 
of military law. 

The “Special” class for military 
law newcomers usually runs about 
50-70 men per class, but two class- 
es coming up later this year will 
number 97 and 130. The course 
qualifies officers for MOS 8101 
(legal officer) and helps prepare 
them for MOS 8103 (judge -advo- 
cate), 

The career course is no doubt 
the most fascinating course. A 
thesis is required and it amounts 
to the kind of graduate law 
study a man would do for a 
master’s degree. Indeed, there is

a plan under way now which would 
enable men graduating from this 
course to receive a master’s de- 
gree. The American Bar Associa- 
tion enthusiastically favors such 
a plan. 

At present there are 20 JAs tak- 
ing the nine-month career course. 
Among the subjects for theses al- 
ready accepted: The Efficacy of 
Foreign Judgments in Domestic 
Courts, Water Rights on Military 
Reservations, Military Jurisdiction 
over Non-Military Type Offenses, 
Pretrial Discovery: Must the Gov- 
ernment Reveal Its Case Before 
Trial?, Intoxication, Bribery and 
Graft. 

There are also nine short 
courses which last two or three 
weeks. These are courses in mili- 
tary justice, procurement law, con- 
tract termination, international 
law, civil law, military affairs, 
civil affairs and two courses for 
Reserves, 

There are 24 men on the faculty 
of the JAG School. Commandant 
of the school is Col. John F. T. 
Murray. 

Discussing the faculty, Lt. Col. 
Russell N. Fairbanks, head of the 
academic department, added that 
the school makes frequent and 
liberal use of guest lecturers from 
other schools (Harvard, Columbia, 
University of Virginia, George- 
town, the Army War College, 
among others). Three dozen guest 
lecturers are scheduled for the 
next seven months, including Ed- 
win W. Patterson, Columbia’s Car- 
doza. Professor of Jurisprudence 
Emeritus; William Y. Elliott, Har- 
vard history and political science 
professor; Dr. Zuhair E. Hwaiden, 
chief of the Near Eastern and 
North African Law Division, Li- 
brary of Congress; and Dr. Merle 
Fainsod, professor at Harvard’s 
Russian Research Center. 

Because the other services have 
no JAG School, there are always 
several Navy and Air Force law- 
yers in classes here. There is a 
Navy commander on the faculty 
and a large number of Air Force 
and Navy men in the procurement 
class. 

Military lawyers from _ other 
countries -have taken the career 
course, In recent years the course 
has had students from Japan, 
China, Thailand, Viet Nam and 
Burma. The present class includes 
a lawyer from the Burma army 
Maj. Sein Tun. (This reporter had 
dinner with the personable Maj. 
Sein Tun recently and was amazed 
at the man’s mastery of the Eng- 
lish language including American

NO EFFORT was made to train 
Army lawyers — save by exper- 


jience on the job — until War 
II. In February 1942, specialized 
and refresher courses for men on 
active duty began at the National 





University Law School in Wash- 
ington, D.C. In August 1942, op- 
erations were transferred to the 
new JAG School physically located 
at the University of Michigan Law 
School in Ann Arbor. In the fol- 
lowing months, hundreds of offi- 
cers were trained at Ann Arbor 
and by June 1944 two-thirds of the 
active duty strength of the JAG 
Corps were graduates of the school. 
With the end of the war, the 
school — initiated only on a tem- 
porary basis — was discontinued 
in 1946. 

The passage of the Uniform 
Code of Military Justice and the 
Korean War accentuated the need 
for judge advocate training and 
another temporary training base 
was established at Fort Myer, Va., 
under Col. Edward H. Young who 
had commanded the school at the 
University of Michigan. About 200 
officers attended several five-week 
courses in basic military law 
taught by five officer-instructors 
at Myer. 

By this time, the decision had 
been made to found a permanent 
JAG School. Although the advan- 
tage of locating the school within. 
200 miles of Washington was rec- 
ognized, sites as far away as Fort 
Crockett, Tex., and Fort Rodman, 
Mass., were considered. But in the 
spring of 1951 a survey of the fa- 
cilities offered by the University 
of Virginia was made and in Au- 
gust 1951 the present JAG School 
was established.

The survey is not based on cost- 
of-living, which hasn’t changed a 
great deal since last year, but only 
compares industry and government 
salaries. The report will be used 
by those who say that government 
salaries must be kept competitive 
with industry salaries if govern- 
ment is to obtain and retain the 
best people regardless of what the 
cost-of-living index says. 

In the top engineering and 
scientific jobs, industry pay 
averages $19,056 a year. For gov- 
ernment engineers and scientists, 
$19,000 is the top salary, but only a 





few make that and most of the 
top people in government make 
around $15,030. 

+ * * 

THE COMPARISONS in the ‘sur- 
vey are not precise because the 
group used the minimums: and 
maximums of the GS-seale’' for 
government people while working 
out a true average for industry 
employees, For example, the.sur! 
vey puts private industry engineers 
in eight groups averaging $6576 for 
the lowest to $19,056. for the 
highest and compares them with 
eight government grades running 
from GS-5 ($4345-$5335) to GS-15 
($13,730-$15,030). Actually, there 
are very few engineers in the GS-5 
grade anymore. 

For office managers the govern- 
ment range of GS-9 through GS-12 





pays salaries ranging from $7427 to 
$10,225, taking top pay of the 
grades. Industry managers in com- 
parative jobs earn from $7248 to 
$12,024. 

This comparison, as others in the 
study, particularly in the middle 
range of jobs, points out what was 
also apparent in last year’s survey: 
That often the government em- 
ployes start at a comparable or 
slightly higher salary but do not 
keep pace as they gain in knowl- 
edge and experience. 

* * * 

IT ALSO POINTS up one of the 
continuing dilemmas of the federal 
salary setters: How to raise salaries 
of top level jobs without raising 
salaries generally and _ swelling 
government payroll costs. 

It can’t be done, Congress votes 
salary changes and it cannot be ex- 
pected to raise top salaries with- 





out raising pay all along the line. 
A pay raise bill is bound to bene- 
fit everybody at least a little bit. 

The fact, however, is that many 
government jobs are competitive 
with private industry. 

A government stenographer, 
GS-3, earns from $3760 to $4390. A 
general stenographer in industry 
averages $4102. 

A GS-3 typist in government 
earns the same as the stenographer 
above, $3760-$4390. A comparable 
typist in private industry earns 
$3921. 

A beginning bookkeeper-machine 
operator in government earns from 
$3500 to $4130. A beginner in 
industry earns $3278. 

Many other examples could be 
cited where lower and _ middle 
level government jobs pay on a 
par with industry.

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New Weapons Considered for Use on Copters

WASHINGTON—The SS-11 wire guided missile system 
and a twin .30 caliber machine gun kit are good bets to be 
among the first weapons standardized for use on Army 
helicopters, a Pentagon official predicted this week. 


The .30 caliber machine gun kit 
was developed primarily for use 
on the H-13 Raver copter. The 
Army Aviation Board’s armament 
branch has recommended that this 
system be put into production “as 
soon as-possible.” The kit was de- 
veloped at Fort Rucker, Ala., and 
modified at Springfield Arsenal. 

Reports from Rucker indicate 
that a fresh project on‘the SS-11 
envisions a new suspension system 
for mounting the French rocket 
on the HU-1 series copter. 

Officials here point out that 
these weapons were developed for 
ground forces and modified for 
Army Aviation. One officer ex- 
plained that Army Aviation has 
simply lifted some weapons off 
the ground to tie them to aerial 
vehicles. 

While the Army has experiment- 
ed with copter weapons for a num- 
ber of years, the first official re- 
quirement for copter arms was 
approved in May 1960. It was not 
until early this year that the mili- 
tary characteristics of copter 
weapons were spelled out. Offi- 
cials insist that this is one big 
reason why approved copter arms 
aren’t available for use. 

Some of the other weapons be- 
ing considered for use on helicop- 
ters include: 

@ The XM-75, a 40mm weapon 
which could be mounted in the 
nose of the Iroquois copter. Offi- 
cials report that the XM-75 is in 
R&D under the supervision of 
Springfield Armory. The system 
may be ready for tests next year. 

@ Mark XI, a 20mm gun pod 
which can be fitted to the H-34 
copter. Tests of the pod, using 
a special sight, have reportedly 
worked well. Loaded with 750 
rounds, the pod weighs about 1200 
pounds. 

@ Emerson fire suppression kit 
which uses four 7.62 M-73 machine 
guns. Possible carriers for this are 
HU-1, H-34 and H-21 copters. 

Considerable work has been done 
by the Army to develop. air-mount- 
ed, fast-moving and hard-hitting 
units capable of performing the 
traditional combat reconnaissance 
roles of cavalry on the modern 
battlefield. Armed copters obvious- 
ly are a “must” in this concept. 


Valuable for suppressive fire, 








armed copters have been success- 
fully battle-tested by the French 
in Algeria, 

In addition to suppressive fire 
tasks, some officers see armed cop- 
ters integrated into battle groups, 
combat commands as well as other 
small, mobile, semi-independent 
combined arms teams to render 
direct fire support. 

Discussions on armed copters in- 
variably concern HU-1 series heli- 
copters. With the yet-to-be procured 
light observation copter, the 
two rotary wing aircraft will com- 
prise more than half of the plan- 
ned 1970 Army Aviation inven- 
tory. Bell, manufacturer of the 
Iroquois, is working on a contract 
to increase the speed of the copter 
to about 180 mph. This is about 
60 mph more than the present 
HU-1 speed.

IN ONE of the most recent ex- 
pressions of Army thinking on cop- 
ter use and this relation to the 
weapons the aircraft should have, 
Brig. Gen. Clifton Von Kann point- 
ed out that the Army has broken 
down its armament needs into 
three categories: 

@® Copter arms for the recon 
and security mission; 

® Copter arms specially de- 
signed to attack armored vehicles 
and prepared positions, and 

® Copter arms capable of area 
fire to destroy or neutralize troop 
concentrations, assembled vehicles, 
supply and command installations. 

Speaking as director of Army 
Aviation, Von Kann told an Amer- 
ican Helicopter Society group in 
Burlington, Vt., that copter weap- 
on systems for the recon and se- 
curity job should be light and 
simple so that they could be used 
for the light observation helicop- 
ter and some of the Army’s util- 
ity copters. 

In addition, he told his audi- 
ence there will be a recon and 
security arm for the utility copter, 
the HU-1, if one can be developed 
without significantly reducing the 
payload or complicating mainten- 
ance,

vehicles and prepared positions, 
Von Kann said that the Army 
here sees the copter “optimized” 
to the weapons system rather than 
incidental to the helicopter. 

“Our principal concern would be 
the accuracy and effectiveness of 
the fire support the machine could 
deliver. We see our guided missile 
system having great application, 
and we must consider that the 
crew will be deliberately attacking 
targets rather than putting down 
suppressive fire.” 

He admitted that the SS-11 rock- 
et, mated to the HU-1B copter is 
“certainly one of the first systems 
in this category but is, by no 
means, the only thing we will 
consider for the future.” 

Von Kann, recently reassigned 
to a staff post in the Strike Com- 
mand at MacDill AFB, Fla., said 
he thought that only the utility/ 
tactical transport copter would be 
used as an anti-armor fighter. in 
the next few years. 

Discussions between aviation 
and CONARC, he said, have found 
a requirement for area fire to de- 
stroy or neutralize troop concen- 
trations, assembled vehicles, and 
supply and ground installations. 

“Air-to-ground rockets appear to 
be a primary weapon we should 
consider in this role. As you know, 
the 4.5” rocket has been success- 
fully demonstrated in the role of 
area fire, but the rocket itself is 
obsolete and in short supply,” he 
told the meeting. “The 2.75” rock- 
et is at present the only rocket 
under consideration as a standard 


configuration.” 
Aside from the air cavalry 
concept, some tnought is being 


given to other types of organiza- 
tions, such as a tank killer group 
of several copters. They might be 
organic to the infantry battalion 
of the future.

WASHINGTON The Helio 
Aircraft Corporation’s H-395 Cour- 
jer airplane last week set some- 
thing of-a record by becoming the 
first fixed-wing aircraft to land in 
the cramped space of the Penta- 
gon’s heliport. 

In a demonstration requested by 
both the Army and the Air Force, 
the Courier landed and took off in 
less than 150 feet. It did not actual- 
ly Jand on the pad on its first at- 
tempt but did demonstrate. that 
jt could get in and out of a small 
unpaved field. 

Designated the 128A by the Air 
Force, the Courier has been pur- 
ehased off-the-shelf for evaluation 
and testing. The Strategic. Air 
Command is considering use of the 
plane for serving scattered missile 
launch, sites where no regular land- 
ing field are available. 

Army evaluation teams also are 
studying the new plane. 

The manufacturers of the Cour- 
jer, the Helio Aircraft Corp., Nor- 
wood, Mass., are conducting most 
of their flights from a field measur- 
ing only 400 by 100 feet. Under 
most weather conditions, it was 
elaimed, the airplane can land in 
Jess than half a 400-foot runway. 

Price tag on the courier is ap- 
proximately $36,000. The craft will 
eruis2 at more than 170 miles per 
hour and ean be landed fully load- 
ed at speeds of 30 miles an hour 
or less. Useful loads are rated at 
060 pounds as a five-passenger air- 
eraft and 1880 pounds with cargo 
and crew only. 


Fort Campbell 
Schedules More 
Capehart Homes 


FORT CAMPBELL, Ky.—A to- 
fal of 382 new Capehart family 
quarters have been announced for 
1962-63 construction here, con- 
tinuing the post’s long-range build- 
jing program. 

Maj. Gen. C. W. G. Rich, com- 
mander of Fort Campbell and the 
101st Abn. Div., made known the 
construction plans last week. 

Overall cost of the project, esti- 
mated to be in excess of $6 mil- 
lion, includes 191 buildings of 
duplex design, utilities, lighting. 
Jandscaping and streets. 

Plans tentatively call for con 
struction to begin late next spring, 
with the first quarters ready for 
eceupancy by early winter. Target 
date for the completion of the 
entire project is set for late 1963. 

More than half of the new quar 
ters — an estimated 230— will be 
located west of Highway 41A, be- 
tween gates 3 and 4, site of the 
recently-razed substandard hous 
ing. The other 152 units will be 
loeated west of the Werner Park 
area, south post. 

The new quarters will bring the 
Capehart housing total to 1219 
units constructed here since 1958.

Non-Sked Air Travel 
To Go On, Army Says 


WASHINGTON—The Army will 
continue to use non-scheduled air- 
lines for movement of troops and 
recruits. despite the tragic crash 
near Richmond, Va., last week in 
which 74 Army inductees and 
three crew members lost their 
lives. That was made clear in a 
statement this week. 

The statement’ said: 

“There has been no basic change 
in policy incident to the method 
of movement of Army personnel. 
Current pertinent directives and 
regulations remain in effect.” 

Reports that the Army would 
stop using chartered flights and 
move recruits by bus and train to 
reporting stations started after 
the First Army area at Governors 
IsJand, N.Y. ordered such a move. 

But apparently somebody in 
First Army headquarters pushed 
the panic button because of the 
tragedy near Richmond and issued 
a premature order. The order has 
since been rescinded. 

In another statement issued 
shortly after the crash, the Army 
explained: 

“The Army arranges for trans- 
portation of personnel by air, rail 
and bus under regulations of the 


Military Traffic Management 
Agency, an. organization operated 
by the Department of Defense for 
the military services. 

“The arrangements for the 
movement of recruits from New- 
ark to Columbia, S.C., (planned 
destination of the ill-fated flight) 
were made by the Army recruiting 
office in New York with the Inde- 
pendent Airlines Association, 
which gave the contract to Im- 
perial airlines.” 

The Army also declared that 
non-scheduled airlines frequently 
offer better service than sched- 
uled airlines in that advance ar- 
rangements are not necessary, 
costs often are lower and take-off 
times can be arranged for the con- 
venience of the Army. 

Trains and buses also are used 
in troop movements, the Army con- 
tinued. In 1960, 17.1 percent of 
troop shipments were made by 
rail, 28.3 percent by air and 54.6 
percent by bus. Last year, more 
than 2000 such flights were used 
by the military services. 

The Army does not use MATS 
within the continental U.S. for 
movement of troops because, it 
was said, it is not permitted under 
current policy. 








AFAK Aids 55 Schools 
In Ist Quarter FY ‘62 


SEOUL — Sixty-three Armed 
Forces Assistance to Korea (AF- 
KA) Program-sponsored construc- 
tion projects were completed 
during the first quarter of Fiscal 
Year, 1962, it was aanounced last 
week by Col. Samuel S. Neill, 
Assistant Chief of Staff, G-5 (Civil 
Affairs), Eighth Army. 

A breakdown of completed proj- 
ects shows 55 schools. Other pro- 
jects were three orphanages, two 
public health facilities and three 
civie buildings. 

This total, during the period from 
21 June, 1961 to 20 September, 


1961, brings to 4430 the number 
of completed projects since estab- 
lishment of the AFKA program in 
1954. 

It was also announced that medi- 
cal services and supplies valued 
at $197,526 were expended and an 
additional $163,049 in building ma- 
terials were furnished Korean 
civilian agencies by AFAK during 
the four-month period. 

“In line with our aims of estab- 
lishing self-help, schools continue 
in the priority position of projects 
— and underway,” stated

only, are staying for a maximum 
of six additional months. 

Point is that this is atemporary 
measure and applies only at this 
time and during the ~ so-called 
“build-up” period. 

Once the build-up is complete, 
the six-month extension will come 
to an end and, very possibly, the 
flow of dependents between 
Europe and the United States will 
resume. Officials pointed out that 
the ban on dependent travel was 
based on the lack of housing and 
other support in the theater, not 
on the danger inherent in Euro- 
pean tensions. 

They interpreted this to mean 
that when the men in Europe com- 
plete the six-month extension and 
begin to return to the CONUS with 
their families, vacancies will occur 
in housing facilities in Europe. 
These can be filled with the fami- 
lies of men already in Europe who 
want their families to join them. 

The Korean tour of 13 months, 
which Adm. Smedberg said he 
hoped would be paralleled by un- 
accompanied individuals serving in 
other areas (other than bachelors), 
has been temporarily extended by 
three months. But it remains 13 
months formally. The extension in 
Korea also applies only during the 
build-up period. 

* - » 

WHEREVER the oversea tour 
has been extended and for what- 
ever length, the Army will take 
steps to assure that, unless the in- 
dividual volunteers to stay longer, 
those who went over first will re- 
turn first. 

To. illustrate, an individual who 
left the States for Korea in Octo- 
ber 1960 is due to arrive back in 
the CONUS in November 1961. He 
has been extended for three 
months. His return date is in Feb- 
ruary 1962. He will return before 
the man who left CONUS for Korea 
in November 1960. 

However, it is possible that the 
man who left for Korea in January 
1961 and is due back in February 
1962, not counting the extension, 
may be extended less than three 
months. He might come back in 
March 1962. If he does, then the 
man who left in November 1960 
will return to the States in Feb- 
ruary or March 1962, before the 
man who went to Korea in Jan- 
uary 1961 and after the man who 
went in October 1960.

IF THE “temporary” extensions 
of oversea tours continue in effect 
beyond the “build-up” period, be- 
cause of world tensions or because 
the build-up effort continues, the 
unaccompanied normal tour could 
be 30 months and the Korean tour 
could be 16 months. But the Army 
is making no plans based on such 
extended tour lengths. 

Army officials said that there 
has been no change in oversea tour 
lengths. The extensions are not 
considered changes in tour lengths. 
They are temporary expedients. 
They will remain in effect only for 
the build-up period. 

The build-up will be completed 
in a matter of months. When it is 
completed, men will return to the 
CONUS at the end of the normal 
tour plus extension of at the most 
six months and for some men 
much less until the rotation cycle 
is back on the normal oversea tour 
length. d 

The “first over, first back” rule 
will apply.

Dora Was 
Big Stuff

| Sagem wre wa the largest gun ever used in 
combat was Dora, a 1488-ton, 164-ft. long 
weapon employed by the Germans in War II. 
The story of the gun, named Dora by its makers, is 
told in MILITARY REVIEW (November). Two shell 
types were made for Dora, a seven-ton armor round 
and a four-ton HE projectile. When the Germans de- 
cided to use the weapon against the Russians at Sevas- 
topol, the 500-man battalion operating Dora had to 
be preceded to combat by large number of support 
people, writer Charles Burdick says. Besides 2500 con- 
struction workers, 1200 soldiers were used in security, 
to man air defense weapons and to conceal with 
chemicals the actual firing of the gun. Dora had some 
success, but overall the Germans found that Dora’s 
military value was questionable. However, the Com- 
mand and General Staff College magazine comments 
that “one cannot help believing that the sound wave 
of a 32-inch cannon’s firing must have increased 
morale among (friendly) troops in the area.”

How Did Confederate 
Generals Make Out? 


GENERALS IN GRAY, by Ezra J. 
Warner. Illustrated with hundreds of photo- 
graphs. Louisiana State University Press, 
Baton Rouge, La. $7.50.

HERE is no need trying to compare this 
priceless reference book to any other. 
dealing with the same subject. For there isn’t 
any other book like it now in print, so far as 
this reviewer can determine, 

Of the 425 men who wore the golden wreath around 
the stars on the collar of their gray coats, Mr. Warner 
has traced down every essential detail about each one 
of these Confederate general officers, They range all 
the way from Gen. Daniel Weisiger Adams to Felix 
Kirk Zollicoffer. Both of these are almost unknown 
today, as are many others whose detailed biographies 
are included in this excellent book. But in between 
such now unknowns as Dan Adams and Kirk Zolli- 
coffer, who was killed at Mills Springs, 19 January 
1862, there are other men whose names have the ring 
of history: R. E. Lee, Stonewall Jackson, Jeb Stuart, 
John Hood, A. P. Hill, D. H. Hill, James Longstreet, 
George Pickett, Albert Sidney Johnston, Joseph E. 
Johnston, Earl S. Van Dorn, Nathan Bedford Forrest, 
Joe Wheeler, John Hunt Morgan and Wade Hampton. 

Warner's collection of biographies of the men who 
led the troops in the lost cause is no simple re-write of 
existing sources. Far from it. This California invest- 
ment broker has spent years tracking down the facts 
about these men, visiting their kinsmen, hunting for 
their graves, reading everything he could find ‘about 
each and every one of them. 

Every Civil War student will find this book a treas- 
ure trove of dependable information, much of it printed 
for the first time. Any reader will find the book a 
fascinating treatment of the lives of 425 general officers 
who served under the Stars and Bars. Some of these. 
are now immortal. Some are just names on old records 


buried away in the historical archives. Some did great — 


deeds. Others were very ordinary individuals. A few 
were utter failures. In all, 77. of them were killed in 
battle, 19 resigned, 15 died of accidents or natural 
causes, two were killed in personal duels, one was 
assassinated, one committed suicide and one voluntarily 
reverted to the rank of colonel at his own request.

_ A manual that could come in handy some day has 
on . by Praeger. It is “Che Guevara on 

la Warfare” ($3.95) written by Castro’s lieu- 
Taek a man who presumably knows whereof he 
speaks. The book covers such activities as fighting in 
unfavorable terrain, the use of women, small unit tactics 
and social reform. It explains what Guevara calls “the 
minuet,” in which four guerrilla units surround an 
Army force. One side opens fire, while the other three 
wait until the enemy responds to the fire from one 
direction. The guerrilla weapons are fired from another 
direction. 

In a foreword, U.S. Marine Corps Maj. Harries- 
Clichy Peterson points out how economical guerrilla 
warfare has been for the communists. And he quotes 
Mao Tse-tung, who once wrote: 

“Withdraw when the enemy advances; harass him 
when he stops; strike him when he is weary; pursue 
him when he withdraws.” 


A man who was not quite so successful in his revo- 
lutionary attempt is Henrique Galvao, who tried to 
focus attention on Portugal’s dictatorship by hijacking 
the luxury liner “Santa Maria” last year. He has 
written a book about his experiences, entitled “My 
Crusade for Portugal” (World, $4.50). 

Galvao says he saw the Salazar dictatorship work 
from the inside; when Galvaé was elected a deputy 
from Angola by less than 20 percent of the voters, 
while Salazar announced the results as a 90 percent 
majority. Galvao says the whole country is aimless 
and corrupt, and that the Portugese army is so ridden 
with boobs and crooks that it has virtually no military 
value. The book is extremely emotional.

It describes more than 5000 
campgrounds, listing their facilities and access routes, 
and it even tells how to avoid crowds. There are 50 
state and 80 detail maps. 


Back in 1954, the National Historic Publications 
Commission proposed to President Eisenhower that the 
papers of several great Americans be published for the 
enrichment of American history. Among the great 
Americans listed was Alexander Hamilton, one of the 
chief architects in the building of our nation.

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Two New Books 
Of Interest

i are new books by jazz enthusiasts that should be of 
interest to other jazz enthusiasts: 


ASK YOUR MAMA: 12 MOODS FOR JAZZ by 
Langston Hughes. Alfred A. Knopf, N. Y. $3.95. 


Poetry that sings is rare in'our time. This poetry by Langston 
Hughes, the best known Negro poet, sings and also has sock and 
gusto and something to say, which makes it rarer still. 


Designed to be read to a background of jazz music, mostly the 
blues, the poetry does not really need the musical background at 
all and may be more impressive without it, on the printed page. 

Hughes has much to say about the Negro’s life in America 
today and he says it with passion, strength, and occasional hard- 
bitten irony. For example, the section “Horn of Plenty,” concerning 
a Negro who made it out to the suburbs, concludes: 

“They rung my bell to ask me 
Could I recommend a maid. 
I said, yes, your mama.” 
Anyone interested in poetry should read this volume with all 
deliberate speed.

THE FEELING OF JAZZ by George T. Simon with 
drawings by Tracy Sugarman. Simon and Schuster, N. Y. 
$5.00. 


Simon is no newcomer to jazz criticism, as many readers of this 
cglumn may know. As a teen-ager, one of his major enthusiasms 
was the Fletcher Henderson band of the late twenties and he later 
served as editor of Metronome magazine for 20 years. He has heard 
and known a great many jazz musicians and this is reflected in his 
book, a different kind of jazz book and one that might help many to 
understand what it is like to be a jazz musician. 

Simon has taken about 30 fictitious characters, types familiar 
to the jazz world, and has, attempted to express some of the things 
they think and feel about jazz in their own words. The treatment 
throughout is sympathetic. 

Several of these first-person sketches may not'come off—I would 
argue about the one called “The Perfect Jazz Musician’”—but most 
are convincing. 

The jazz world, like other special worlds in the arts, is peopled 
by many different kinds of individuals, many of whom hold strongly 
conflicting points of view about music. Simon’s book makes this 
plain, as it should, and may help some partisan readers to soften 
their “it’s gotta be this” and “can’t possibly be that” view of jazz. 

For good reason, Simon does not include insufferable hippies and 
similar types among his character sketches. These people are part 
of the jazz world, too, but their importance and number has been 
exaggerated so often in fiction it seems right and proper for the 
emphasis to be elsewhere, where it belongs. 

The characters in this handsome book, strengthened immeasur- 
ably by the fine drawings of Tracy Sugarman, include: 

Older musicians discussing the young cool musicians on the 
bandstand, and the reverse; a musician talking a colleague into 
joining a jam session; a veteran telling what it was really like 
scuffling in the small towns while moving north; a disgusted side- 
man’s commenis in the midst of a dreary record session; a bass 
player bugged by a young, flashy drummer who can’t keep time; 
a studio musician thankful he learned his trade; a jazz arranger’s 
thoughts while attempting to get a symphony pops orchestra to 
play his work with something approaching jazz feeling (this sketch 
is appropriately called “The Impossible”); a musician who failed to 
learn his trade thinking about his family while on a bus touring 
with a second-rate commercial band; a Negro musician explaining 
why he prefers to live in Paris; a musician discussing a “jazz” singer 
who isn’t. 

The book should be of special interest to those who are just 
discovering the wide and fascinating world of jazz.

NOT SO very long ago, Ber- 
nard Krainis was known to a 
small number of people as a 
fine recorder player.

“I believe that the most dis- 
criminating viewer must admit 
he can find at least three or four 
good hours of entertainment on 
TV a week. What more does he 
want, and what entertainment 
medium has ever given him 
more?” Saks wants to know. 


“We can’t count the legitimate 
stage any more,” he adds. “It has 
taken its place beside grand opera 
as an anachronism. The entire 
medium can accommodate, in a 
few drafty theaters, at great ex- 
pense and inconvenience, less peo- 
ple in an entire year than see one 


“Even when the stage was in its 
heyday on the road as our mass 
entertainment medium, the bulk 
of its material made our daytime 
TV soap operas sound like Shake- 
speare.”

SAKS also feels that the movie 
people have no legitimate license 
for criticizing TV. 

It is a good thing to have Saks 
turning into an angry TV man, 





and we should hope that more and 
more of his colleagues in TV do 
the same — especially those on 
the creative side of the medium. 

If they get angry enough, and 
filled with more pride about what 
they are doing, then TV and every- 
one else is going to benefit. Mean- 
while, the press, movies and 
theaters had better get busy on an 
improvement campaign, too. Oth- 
erwise, Saks and his gang could 
bury them.

STAMPS & COINS 








By BILL OLCHESKI 


WASHINGTON—The Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing is a fascinating place. Each day hundreds of visitors 
file through its guarded doors and tour the areas where 
our currency is produced. In the same buildings, but not 
open to the public, are the facilities where U.S. stamps 


are printed. 

On the few occasions when an 
“outsider” is taken on a tour, he 
is given an opportunity to view 
an operation that demonstrates 
quality production at _high- 
speed levels. 

One of the first stops on such 
a tour is the gum mixing room. 
Here the adhesive mix is pre- 
pared in huge copper vats and 
piped into the press room. The 
mix looks like soft taffy. And, 
it is edible. 


Post office officials worked a 
long time to concoct a formula 
for a glue that would meet the 
needs of the postal service. The 
mix had to be something rea- 
sonably palatable, without in- 
cluding any ingredients which 
might raise complaints about 
allergy producing or bad-tasting 
compounds. Basic ingredient of 
the finished product is Dextrin, 
a corn product. It replaced 
tapioca which was imported and 
used for many years. 


Workhorse unit of the stamp 
portion of the Bureau is the 
press room consisting of five 
Cottrell and one Huck press. 
These high-speed outfits turn 
out about one million stamps 
in an eight-hour shift, some 25 
billion in a year. 

Modern science is harnessed 
at every step of the way to in- 
sure top quality production. A 
typical example of this is the 
use of Beta Ray Controls to 
insure uniform thickness of gum 
on the stamps. These ingenious 
devices record weight of paper, 

lus printing, plus gum. If there 
s a deviation from the standards, 
the device triggers an alarm 
system which warns the press- 
men and marks the defective 
sheets. 

An additional check is given 
to each of the sheets by trained 
inspectors. At the side of each 
inspector is a pile of rejected

sheets, any of which would have 
philatelic interest if released to 
the public. . Sometime it is a 
bad perforation that causes a 
sheet of stamps to be rejected. 
Other times, it might be a 
creased sheet which produces a 
strange effect. All of the re- 
jects are carefully tagged, 
counted and recounted, and then 
destroyed. 

The production of coil stamps 
carries mechanization to the 
extreme. The stamps, printed 
in great rolls, zip along through 
the press at a rate so fast the 
Onlooker is unable to identify 
the stamps. They are machine 
checked, sliced and rolled, with- 
out being touched by hand. As 
they leave the machine that pro- 
duces the coils, the stamps are 
moved by conveyors to another 
machine which wraps the coils 
in plastic-like material and seals 
the packages. 

Prize possession of the Bu- 
reau are the two Giori 
Presses. These are the presses 
which produce the multi-color 
issues. The recently issued 
Remington stamp was an ex- 

ample of the kind of work 
that can be done on the 

Giori presses. 

The presses were first ac- 
quired in 1957. Since that time, 

‘production problems have been 
ironed out and the quality of 
color production improved. Next 
— for the Gioris is the 

ursing stamp scheduled De- 
cember 28. This stamp will re- 
quire two runs through the 
presses to print the combination 
of colors. 

Beginning next year, the Post 
Office Department plans ex- 
panded use of the Giori Presses.

West opened the king of spades 
and shifted to a trump on seeing 
dummy’s two doubletons. East 
shrewdly played a low trump, 
saving his jack of hearts in the 
hope of over-ruffing dummy later. 


He got his chance when declarer 
cashed the top clubs and ruffed a 
club with dummy’s eight of hearts. 
East over-ruffed with the jack and 
returned a trump to dummy’s nine, 


Now South was through. He 
could ruff his remaining clubs but 
would then have to lose two dia- 
monds. Down one. 

South should start the diamonds 
instead of the clubs. He has only 
five diamonds in the combined 
hands but six clubs. There is 
therefore far less chance that East 
will be able to over-ruff dummy 
on the.third round of diamonds 
than on the third round of clubs. 

On winning the second trick 
with dummy’s seven of hearts, 
South should lead a diamond from 
dummy, finessing the jack to 
West’s king. If West returns a 
club (as good a play as any), 
South wins with the king of clubs, 
cashes the ace of diamonds and 
ruffs a diamond with the eight 
of hearts. 

When this gets by, South is in 
good shape. He leads a club to 
the ace and ruffs a club with the 
king of trumps. Now South can 
ruff a spade in his hand and ruff 
his last club in dummy, not car- 
ing whether or not East can over- 
ruff. South can lose only one 
spade, one diamond and the jack 
of hearts by adopting this line of 
play.

3 WASHINGTON—Active Army enlisted men released after less than three years of 
active duty may be mandatorily assigned to USAR drill units at any time before the fifth 


“anniversary date” 

An. individual assigned to a re- 
serve paid drill unit becomes 
eligible for transfer to Standby Re- 
serve status after serving in the 
USAR unit two years, or when he 
reaches his fifth anniversary date, 
it was announced in DA Message 
580168. 


Men who do not join or receive 
mandatory assignments to drill 
units remain in the Ready Reserve 
mobilization reinforcement pool 
until their fifth anniversary. They 
may then transfer to Standby to 
serve the remaining year of their 
service obligation. 

Under previous policy, the Army 
made no mandatory assignments 
to units later than one year after 
an individual’s separation from 
active duty. However, the new 
rule means that anyone assigned 
to a unit later than one year after 
separation will have correspond- 
ingly less time to serve with the 
unit. 

The mandatory assignment pol- 
icies apply only to draftees and 
active Army enlistees who entered 
service after 31 March 1957. They 
do not cover Ready Reservists who 
have been ordered to active duty 
involuntarily in the current build- 
up.

Army to Rate 


Generals 
In Guard

WASHINGTON—Army National 
Guard general officers of the line 
will be rated for efficiency by the 
active Army in the future instead 
of by their state Adjutant General. 


From now on, according to NGR 
21, efficiency reports for NG gen- 
erals of the line will be prepared 
by the deputy Army commander 
in the jurisdiction to which the 
general’s unit is located. 

However, the Army says the 
state AG must be kept fully in- 
formed of the ratings the active 
establishment gives general “offi- 
cers under his command. AGs will 
be allowed to comment on all effi- 
ciency reports, the regulation said. 

Efficiency reports for the as- 
sistant adjutant general will con- 
tinue to be written by the AG of 
the state. No efficiency ratings are 
required for AGs. 

The regulation stresses that the 
deputy Army commander will be 
responsible for rating: 

@ General officers commanding 
divisions, brigades and corps ar- 
tillery within a state. 

® General officers assigned as 
air defense commander or division 
artillery commander within a state. 

® General officers assigned as 
ADC or. DAC of split divisions 
where the division commander is 
from another state. 

NGR 21 also changes the date 
in which efficiency reports are 
due at the Guard Bureau. Due date 
for efficiency reports for company 
and field graders will now be scat- 
tered over a 12-month period in- 
stead of being due in at one time. 

The Army’s new efficiency re- 
ports requirement, which became 
effective 30 September, are spell- 
ed out im AR 623-105. NGR 21 
is identical te the AR except that 
it modifies procedures which apply 
only to the Guard.

A man who completes four 
years of active duty will not be 
mandatorily assigned. He may 
volunteer to remain in the 
Ready Reserve, either in the 
pool or in a unit, or he may 
transfer to the Standby Reserve 
to complete his overall-6-year ob- 
ligation, 

There will continue to be a 90- 
day “readjustment period” follow- 
ing an individual’s separation dur- 
ing which no mandatory assign- 
ments will be made, officials 
stated. The first 60 days provide 
National Guard representatives an 
exclusive privilege of contacting 
the men to attempt recruiting 
them as volunteers for Guard drill 
units. Another 30 days is allowed 
for the man to join a local USAR 
unit of his choice before the Army 
steps in to choose for him. 

In another development, DD 
Form 1140 is being revised so that 
reservists can more clearly indi- 
cate whether they wish to con- 
tinue in the Ready Reserve, 
whether they wish to leave as soon 
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as eligible through completion of 
required service, and whether they 
believe they have grounds for dis- 
charge or transfer to Standby be- 
fore completing normal periods of 
service. All reservists fill out the 
form annually. 


Previously, men were suposed to 
initiate the request for transfer to 
Standby. after fulfilling their 
Ready Reserve obligation. Other- 
wise, it was assumed they wished 
to remain in Ready status. The 
trouble was many were uncertain 
about when, precisely, they be- 
came eligible to leave. Now, they 
will merely indicate their wishes. 
The Army will send the form to 
individuals about 60 days before 
they become eligible for transfer, 
in addition to the annual mailing. 





Input of Six-Month Trainees

Officer ‘Double Credit’ 
Comes Under Scrutiny 


By STEVE TILLMAN 


WASHINGTON For some 
time, Civil Service officials have 
been greatly concerned over the 
so-called gratuitous inclusion of 
Reserve officer-government em- 
ployes in the retirement system for 
their periods of active duty. This 
active duty . 
service counts 
for Civil Serv- 
ice retirement 
as well as Re- 
serve retire- 
ment. 

Early in 1961, 
some questions 
were raised 
with members 
of Congress, on 
an __ individual 
unofficial dis- 
cussion, with the idea of getting 
congressional approval of a pro- 
posal whereby the Reserve officer 
would elect to take his active duty 
time for either his Reserve retire- 
ment or his Civil Service retire- 
mont, but not both. The proposal 
is reported as having the support 
of federal employe unions. 

What caused concern to the 
Civil Service officials, it is re- 
ported, is that the inclusion of 
the military service did not re- 
quire the individual to make a 
co tribution te the Civil Service 
retirement fund to cover such 
service. Thus, it was maintained, 
the regular career Civil Service 
employes “paid” for the military 
service of their colleagues. 

Now the Civil Service Retire- 
ment Fund has a new problem to 
face. It is understood that the De- 
fense Department is readying a 
proposal to include more than 
35.000 National Guard civilian 
technicians in the Civil Service re- 
tirement system. 

These technicians are enlisted 
or commissioned members of the 
National Guard who are con¢ur- 
rently employed full-time as civil- 
ians by the Guard. It is’ reported 
that the measure is being sponsor- 
ed by a member of the House Civil 
Service committee with the active 
suport of the Pentagon. 

So far, the Bureau of the 
Budget has given no indication 
as to what the official position 
of the Administration will be on 
the proposal, 

Some believe that if the Civil 
Service Commission is able to de- 
fe. t the proposal it will strengthen 
its position to fight the continua- 
tion of crediting military service 
of Reserve officers for Civil Serv- 
ice retirement. 

The unofficial comments that 
bevea been coming out of the 
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Pentagon regarding consolidating 
similar functions of the armed 
services into one service under the 
Department of -Defense, has Re- 
serve Officers concerned as to their 
future. 

A basic result in alleged “sav- 
ings” would be a requirement for 
fewer officers. For example, when 
the Pentagon gets ready to give 
formal consideration to the sever- 
al plans that are being drafted to 
merge all Finance Corps activities 
into one Finance Service, it is 
likely there will be less need for 
Reserve Officers of this branch. 
What happens to the no longer 
needed Reserve officer? If he has, 
say, half of his retirement time in, 
will the government consider that 
it has a moral obligation to keep 
him in the Reserve until he quali- 
fies for retirement? 

Word around the Pentagon is 
that the next major merger move 
will be with the service hospitals. 
Will this call for fewer Reserve 
medical technicians? The Pentagon 
says no, for there has been a con- 
sistent shortage of trained medi- 
cal personnel. 

Shortly after the move is made 
to merge the hospitals, there will 
follow an effort to merge the medi- 
cal services. Then the chaplains 
and the finance services. 

It is reported that top civilian 
officials of the Pentagon working 
in the personnel field were amazed 
at the number of general and 
flag grade officers that hold as- 
signments in the “supporting 
type,” in contrast to the command 
areas, Of the services.

Reserves to Be Expanded 


WASHINGTON—Top-level defense planners have tentatively decided Ready Reserve 
forces are this nation’s “best buy” militarily—but boosts in permanent active Army 
strength haven’t been entirely ruled out. 


Officials have said the active 


duty force will be reduced from 
the million-man level when the 
current crisis recedes, but prob 
ably not below the 925,000 mark. 


The Army’s reserve components, 
by all indications, are in line for 
a substantial beefing-up. The new 
readiness “concept” announced 
earlier this year is designed to 
provide 10 combat divisions within 
two months after mobilization. 
The plan calls for increases in 
drill strength, more training time 
more equipment, more civilian 
technicians and refresher training 
for more members of the re- 
inforcement pool. 


However, conclusions on the 
exact balance between reserve 
forces aad active duty forces to 
be maintained in the future 
have not been reached, it is re- 
ported. A number of uncertain 
factors are under intense study. 
Can the U.S. expect a succession 
of crises of the same magnitude 
as Berlin? Must we anticipate 
crises in two or more areas of 
the world at the same time? 


The range of possible troubles 
is broad. Implications of this fact 
already have sparked rumors dis- 
concerting to defense authorities. 
One published report asserted 
that the Defense Department is 
urging the President to “freeze” 
recalled reservists on active duty 
for an additional year if Berlin 
tensions have not eased by the end 
of their current tour. Defense 
officials flatly denied the report, 








but speculation about long-range 
strength plans has continued. 

Deputy Defense _ Secretary 
Roswell Gilpatric, in a _ recent 
speech, said the present plan is 
to maintain an adequate level of 
well-equipped Regulars and count 
on the Ready Reserve as a “quick 
force augmentation in emergen- 
cies. 


“The alternative, which has its 
advocates,” he said, “would be a 
substantial increase in our per- 
manent force levels.” -But he 
argued that each fighting man 
added to the active forces costs 
far more than a Ready Reserve 
member. 


“In reviewing our current pre- 
paredness programs, which have 
already been brought up to record 
levels for non-wartime,” he said, 
“we have asked ourselves whether 
we could buy enough extra pro- 
tection by further enlarging .our 
permanent forces to offset the 
added costs and disadvantages. 

“The answer appears to be,” 
Gilpatric stated. 

- ~ ~ 

IN OTHER PARTS of his ad- 
dress, however, the official left the 
door open to other answers. “Ob- 
viously,” he pointed out, “it would 
be to the advantage of an adver- 
sary if we let him rush us into a 
succession of mobilizations and 
demobilizations according to his 
dictates.” He later added: 

“We must ever be mindful of 
the fact that the Moscow-Peiping 


axis is capable of generating 
simultaneous crises in widely sep- 
arated parts of the globe. The 
free world could conceivably be 
faced with critical situations at the 
same time in more than one area 
of the world. 

“Should it prove necessary to 
deploy U.S. forces in support of 
two or more threatened areas, ad- 
ditional reserve and National 
Guard divisions could be activated 
in order to provide impressive in- 
crements to our strength. 

“We recognize, of course, that 
divisions yet to be mobilized rep- 
resent potential power rather than 
power in being. Were it to-be- 
come apparent that to deal with 
multiple trouble situations a fur- 
ther increase in our permanent 
forces is needed, then the Con- 
gress will be asked to make the 
required resources available, and 
all of us will be called upon for 
new sacrifices of money, time and 
energy. 

“Until that contingency occurs, 
our reserve program should give 
us strength and flexibility in the 
most economical manner.”

New Emergency Leave Aid 
Plan Begun by Red Cross 


FRANKFURT—Servicemen returning to CONUS on emergency leave, and in need of 


financial assistance, will be aided by the American Red Cross under a new policy initiated 


on November 1, according to Frank M. Montemarano, Division ARC field director, 





Montemarano states that funds 





will be available in the form of 
loans and grants at the local Red 
Cross office within the serviceman’s 
command for travel and mainte- 
nance while on leave. 

Previously financial assistance 
was extended by the Red Cross 
after the serviceman’s arrival at 
McGuire AFB, N.J. or other points 
of departure, Mr. Montemarano 
said. 

This financial assistance is 
made available to those going on 
authorized emergency leave and 
returning to duty when their per- 
sonal affairs are settled. 

They must also show their finan- 
cial inability to handle the neces- 
sary expenses at the time. 

In a recent study made by ARC, 
it was found that in fiscal year 
’61 alone 448 cases of financial as- 
sistance, totaling $32,072.64, were 
provided for persons from the Divi- 
sion by the field director at Mc- 
Guire. 

In the monthly period from 21 
August to 20 September this year, 
assistance was given in 44 cases 
totaling $3840.75. 

The new service, which is avail- 
able to dependents of military per- 
sonnel and civilians employed by 
the government as well as all mili- 
tary personnel, was deemed advis- 
able from the results of the study. 

It will help eliminate delay in 
travel time and greatly reduce the 
complication of official red tape 
formerly encountered. 

It will also result in a saving to 
the applicant of the 10 percent tax 
levied on travel fares purchased:

LANSING, Mich.—“Getting a commission the hard way.” 
That’s the typical reaction of the cadets who successfully complete the 253 grueling 
hours of academic and field instruction for graduation from the Michigan Military Acad- 


emy. , 
Every September Michigan Na- 
tional Guard leaders, relatives and 
friends gather at the Lansing Ar- 
tillery Armory to honor the cadets 
who “made the grade” during two 
15-day field training and six week- 
end sessions of hard work and 
hazing by tactical officers. 
After the graduation address, 
farewell remarks by the academy 
director, a student response, and 
presentation of diplomas, flash 
bulbs pop around the armory’s 
drill hall as cameras record the 
“pinnings” by proud _ parents, 
wives and girl friends. 
~ * - 


STANDARDS are high at the 
Michigan Military Academy. Its 
leaders believe that no student has 
the inherent right to graduate sim- 
ply because he applied for officer 
training. He is permitted to con- 
tinue his training only as long as 
he meets the rigid requirements 
for completion of the course con- 
trolled by Fort Benning, Ga. 

Only 22 out of 47 completed 
the course in the Academy’s first 
year of operation. Nineteen of 
the 54 in class number two grad- 
uated, and 18 of the 37 in class 
number three. An upward trend 
in completions is evident in class 
number four with 24 graduates out 
of a starting class of 31. Class 
number five began its year-long 
course of study in July with 75 
cadets. Of the 68 remaining after 
the two-week field training ses- 
sion, 12 are members of the Army 
Reserve, putting into action the 
“Oné Army” concept. 

Fast becoming the principal 
source of new officers for the 
state’s Guard units, the Michigan 
Military Academy was accredited 
as a school by the National Guard 
Bureau 16 May 1957.

ACADEMY DIRECTOR is Maj. 
Gen. Ronald D. McDonald, the Ad- 
jutant General of Michigan. Rec- 
ognizing its importance to the fu- 
ture of the Guard, he has given 
the academy top priority in the 
military plans of the state. 

Maj. Gen. Cecil J. Kennedy, com- 
manding general, 46th Inf. Div. has 
given the attendance picture his 
personal attention. This is reflect- 
ed in the increased size of class 
number five. 

The 210th Artillery Group (Air 
Defense), commanded by Col. Jo- 
seph W. Boardman, furnishes all 
of the overhead and most of the 
instructors. Members of the Reg- 
ular Army Advisor Group present 
all classes on methods of instruc- 
tion. 

“The faculty system insures per- 
sonal knowledge of the student 
and his capabilities, continuity of 
instruction, and familiarity with 
academy procedures, classrooms, 
and training aids,’ says Maj. Al- 
bert W. Lesky, commandant. 

“This with close coor- 
dination of the tactical officers and 
the commandant, makes a better 
student and a better trained offi- 
cer upon graduation day.”

Companies, with Co. A being the 
senior class. Each platoon of both 
companies is commanded by a tac- 
tical officer whose job is to “shape 
up” the cadets by instructing them 
in drill and command, and in 
wearing of the uniform. The tac- 
tical officer also evaluates each 
cadet as to his fitness to be a 
commissioned officer. 


Applicants for the Academy are 
thoroughly screened by their unit 
commanders and a board at battle 
group or similar level.

“It is necessary to establish a 
cadet’s ability by giving him as- 
signments,” says Maj. Lesky. 
“The ineffective cadet must be 
identified promptly, and action 
taken to improve his perform- 
ance.

To Offer Color Slide Film in US.

HE FIRST foreign film maker to come through with a 35mm color reversal film on 
the American market, complete with factory-controlled processing, recently announced 
its entry at a press conference in New York City. The company is Perutz Photowerke 


GMBH of Munich, Germany, 
the 80-year-old manufacturer 
of photo products, and its product 
is Perutz Color Slide Film, which 
appears initially only in 35mm 
daylight, ASA 50, in 20-exposure 
cartridge. 

To assure processing to a uni- 
form standard of quality, the film 
will be processed only in labora- 
tories set up by 
Perutz, the first 
of which is now 
operating full 
scale in Chicago. 
Others will fol- 
low in Washing- 
ton, D.C., and 
San Francisco. 
The plants will 
be under the 
2 direct Rg orks 

a sion of techni- 
DESCHIN cians from the 
company’s factory in Munich. 


The Perutz color film’s speed is 
adequate for average exposures of 
f/8 at 1/100th (or 1/125th). The 
price of $3.25 includes processing 
which, according to a company 
spokesman, is paced for 24-hour 
delivery of the finished slides to 
the customer. Each film carton 
includes instructions, a mailing 
envelope, and a return address slip. 

An attractive feature is a spe- 
cial plastic light gray mount, which 
consists of two halves that snap to- 
gether and that can be separated 
if desired for removal of slides. 
They are said not to “warp, bend, 
or jam.” Characteristics of the new 
film include wide exposure lati- 
tude, as much as a full stop, and 
the ability of the film to handle 
subjects with high lighting con- 
trast. The American distributor 
is Burleigh Brooks, Inc. of Engle- 
wood, N.J.

TWO other foreign films are on 
the way. In last week’s column 
we reported that Agfa will be in- 
troducing its 35mm color reversal 
film in the spring, coincidentally 
with the completion of a color 
processing plant in Flushing, N.Y. 
The film will be ASA 50, The 
other is the Belgian Gevacolor, 
which i. presently being sold here 
under private labels, but will be 
sold under the company’s own 
name about the start of 1963, ac- 
cording to the American company. 
The film is Kodachrome-type 35mm 
color reversal with a daylight rat- 
ing of 10, and a rating of 16 for 
the tungsten type. The company 
also has 8mm reversal, and color 
negative material in rollfilms. Un- 
til the company gets into the mar- 
ket under its own colors, all these 
films will continue to be processed 
by existing American laboratories.

Oxygen Called 
5th Column In 


Missile Area 


MILWAUKEE — Oxygen, the 
necessary ingredient for sustain- 
ing life, has turned out to be a 
fifth columnist in the nation’s 
missile program, according to the 
findings of two AC Spark Plug 
scientists. 

But after several years of study 
and experimentation at AC plants 
here, the researchers have stopped 
the effects of oxidation in gyro- 
scopic instruments used in in- 
ertial guidance systems for bal- 
listic missiles. 

H. L. Shulman, Director of AC’s 
Advanced Concépts Research and 
Development activities, stated the 
Savings for the government in 
dollars, time, labor and materials 
would be substantial because of 
this discovery. 

Since the gyro is considered the 
heart of an inertial guidance sys- 
tem, this new breakthrough is ex- 
pected to increase the system re- 
liability manyfold. 

The two men, Frank Archibald 
and Thomas Elbert, both research 
engineers, detected early in their 
efforts that even the presence of 
infinitesimal amounts of oxygen 
in bearing lubricants could deliver 
a knockout blow to a precision 
manufactured gyroscope.

Can Alert U.S. in Seconds 


WASHINGTON, 


D.C.—Phileo Corporation recently demonstrated to civil defense au- 


thorities here its new Sentinel Service, an automatic radio warning system capable of 
alerting 95 percent of the U.S. population within seconds after an attack alarm is sounded. 


The Sentinel system stands 
guard 24 hours a day, ready in- 


'stantly to turn on any radio equip- 


ped with the newly developed cir- 
cuitry: Cost to the consumer of 
the. special Phileo equipment will 


“| be about $10 extra on a standard 


transistor set. 


Broadcasters will be able to in- 
stall needed equipment for less 
than $100. No Government sub- 
sidy is required for the nation- 
wide functioning of the system. 

The Sentinel design was devel- 
oped by a Philco electronics team 
headed by Wilson P. Boothroyd, 
Director of Engineering for the 
TV and radio division. 

In addition to its automatic warn- 
ing features, the Sentinel Service 
would allow all families to take 
to fallout shelters a radio which 
could be left on stand-by to re- 
ceive Civil Defense warnings and 
instructions. The special circuit 
draws so little from the batteries 
that a set equipped with standard 
D batteries would be expected to 
function 30 to 45 days without re- 
charging. 

Philco also has developed a spe- 
cial device to permit application 
of the Sentinel principle to pocket 
size transistor radios. 

Present at the official demonstra- 
tion were representatives of the 
Department of Defense, now charg- 
ed with responsibility for major 
Civil Defense programs. 

In a statement issued prior to 
the official showing, James M. 
Skinner, Jr., president of Philco 
Corporation, explained, “We 
have long believed that broad- 
casters could provide the fast- 
est, least expensive and most re- 
liable alert and warning system 
for Civil Defense. 

“Our primary purpose is to see 
that every American home is pro- 
tected. For that reason, while we 





Firm Increases 
Its Production 
Of M-14 Rifles 


WORCESTER, Mass. — Produc 
tion of the M-14 rifle passed the 
140,000 mark at the plants of 
Harrington & Richardson  [Inc. 
here 6 November as plans were 
announced to increase the number 
of units being turned out. 

Deliveries to the Army of the 
basic infantry rifle for troops of 
this country and the North At 
lantic Treaty Organization (NATO) 
were stepped up after Brig. Gen. 
E. J. Gibson, project manager of 
the M-14 rifle, asked H & R to 
do so. 

The corporation has assured 
Gibson it could deliver 30,000 
units a month, almost doubling 
October’s production of 16,000. It 
also assured Charles Sladek, Gen.

“NOT ONLY will this improve

rilla warfare which threaten their 
internal security. 

“In this important field, there 
is a great need for new material. 
For example, units combating guer- 
rillas and smal] detachments op- 
erating behind enemy lines need 
simple, rugged, . lightweight 
weapons, man-portable, reliable 
sensors which can detect move- 
ment, including that, of humans, 
under varying conditions of weath- 
er and terrain; and simple, se- 
cure long range communication 
systems.”

$800,000. 

Officials admitted that sugges- 
tions from DACs, whieh are re- 
ported under Civil Service. pro- 
cedures and for which payments 
are made, come more frequently 
than from the military.

Rucker Gives $1588 
To Army Museum 


FORT RUCKER, Ala. — A total 
of $1588.86 was contributed to the 
U.S. Army Memorial Museum fund 
by 3885 persons stationed or em- 
ployed at Fort Rucker. 

Col. Raymond Coward, staff 
judge advocate, released the final 
figures and included the names of 
18 organizations whose personnel 
pariicipated in the drive 100 per- 
cent. Coward forwarded the check 
and a list of all contributors’ names 
to the Association of the US 
Army, which will build the museum 
on Independence Square in Phil- 
adelphia. 














Exactly what the U.S. is spend- 
ing for research and development 
for Special Forces is, Pentagon of- 
ficials insist, classified.

In another statement for Army 
Times, officials said that new 
small rockets are being consider- 
ed. Features of the rocket are 
classified, the Army added.

RESEARCH and development 
spokesmen took this chance to try 
to debunk reports that a “micro- 
jet” rocket has been developed. 
Report claims that this is a tiny 
projectile about an inch long that 
can be fired easily from a straw- 





sized plastic tube. This weapon 
is supposed to be a modern adap- 
tion of the blow gun.

Army Times reported last month 
that two lightweight 105mm _ how- 
itzers are being developed. They 
are the XM-102 and the XM-104. 
Both are planned to be helicopter 
transportable. One, the XM-104, 
will be a self propelled weapon. 

Artillerymen also contend that 
the newer versions of the 175mm 
gun and the eight-inch howitzer— 
both have lighter chassis—should 
be better suited to operations in 
jungle terrain, There is also some 
possibility that a new model of 
the Lacrosse missile will be avail- 
able soon, although Washington of- 
ficials refuse to confirm this sug- 
gestion. Word from the field is 
that the new model is light enough 
to be carried by helicopter.

Keep HQ Informed, Reservists Told 


WASHINGTON — The current 
recall program points up, Army 
officials said this week, the ne- 
cessity for members of the Re- 
serve components to keep their 
control or unit headquarters in- 
formed of changes in their quali- 
fications. . 

The Army said that requests for 
delays and permanent deferments 
from recall are running at just 
about 7.8 percent. The Army is 
granting these requests to about 
2.2 percent of those recalled, or 
about two of every seven received. 

Most of the requests, the Army 
says, come not from the recalled 
reservist but from his employer 
(in the majority of the cases) or 
from his relatives—wife, mother 
or father, or other family member.

ONE CASE reported concerned 
a father and son. The father called 
corps headquarters to say that he 





had served in War II, that the son 
was in business with him and was 
essential to the business, that 
therefore he wanted the son de- 
ferred. 

Within minutes, another call 
came in to the corps commander.

sons who can be spared will run 
from 1700 hours 20 December to 
0800 hours 4 January. 

This is the same as last year for 
regular personnel. However, the 
Army has made some modifica- 
tions in the case of trainees. It 
said all the 16,000 to be drafted 
next month would be ordered to 
report to reception stations within 
the first 15 days. 

This action, it was declared, will 
permit a maximum number of 
trainees to go on leave from 23 De- 
cember through 2 January.

IN SPITE of the requirement in 
regulations, many don’t fill in and 
return Form 1140, or request as- 
signment changes even when it is 
obvious that both the individual 
and the country would be better 
served if such a change were asked 
for. 

One big group of offenders ap- 
pears to be public school, and par- 
ticularly high school, teachers. 

In one corps headquarters, the 
experience has been that only 
after being alerted do the teach- 
ers themselves notify the corps 
that they are teaching a critical 
subject. Also teachers’ supervisors, 
in spite of repeated requests from 
the Army, fail to tell the Army 
when a teacher under their super- 
vision is in a critical spot, at least 
until he is alerted.

ANOTHER DIFFICULTY is that 
reservists join an active service 
without bothering to inform their 
corps. Thus they get orders to 
report for active duty, even while 
they are serving in uniform and 
sometimes overseas. 

Requests for delay and deferral 
have been granted for periods of 
a few days to indefinite. Some in- 
dividuals, for example those with 
four or more dependents who 
didn’t bother to tell the Army that 
they had so many, are being dis- 
charged completely from the Re- 
serve.

can make mistakes. But officials 
said that if reservists would only 
keep their Forms 1140 up to date 
and accurate, most of the reported 
inequities would be avoided. 


Walker Plans 
To Testify 


WASHINGTON — Gen. Edwin 
A. Walker, out of the Army and 
into the political malestrom, is 
planning to testify in person be- 
fore the Stennis Senate subcom- 
mittee. The subcommittee begins 
hearings later this month on the 
alleged muzzling of military offi- 
cers and on the cold war indoe- 
trination programs of the services. 

Those closest to Gen. Walker on 
Capitol Hill say their latest under- 
standing is that the general wants 
to appear in person in Washington. 
He has not yet officially notified 
the subcommittee of his desire to 
testify. The general’s appearance 
would be in addition to his leng- 
thy written statement presented to 
the subcommittee two weeks ago. 

Walker is also planning a speak- 
ing tour of the country. But no 
dates have yet been announced for 
the tour. Walker was in Dallas, 
Tex., this week following his res- 
ignation from the Army. 

He resigned, renouncing al] re- 
tirement benefits, after he was ad- 
monished for violating regulations 
in his anti-Communist indoctrina- 
tion program and for referring to 
noted Americans, such as Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, as. leftists. 











FROM OXEN TO ATOMS 
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Artillery Marks 186th Anniversary 


FORT SILL, Okla.—Exactly at 0830 on the morning of 
25 May 1953, soldiers from Fort Sill, Okla., fired the 280mm 
gun at Frenchman’ s Flat, Nev. Nineteen seconds later, more 


than seven miles away, 


a huge mushroom cloud formed as 


the world’s first atomic artillery shell exploded with pre- 


cision accuracy. 

Experts guessed the explosive 
force was equal to that of 15,000 
tons of TNT. - 

The Army’s Chief of Staff, who 
was watching, commented: “This 
marks the beginning of a new 
era in increasing the firepower 
of the Army.” 

Today, the field artillery is well 
into its new era of increased fire- 
power. It has a self-propelled and 

a “towed” 8-inch howitzer as well 
a the 280mm gun and several 
operational rockets and missiles 
that can fire a nuclear projectile. 

Even more than ever before, the 
field artillery is now recognized 
as one of the Army’s most valuable 
elements — the greatest killer on 
the battlefield. 

we . on 

BUT THE ARMY’S respect for 
this branch of service is not new. 
It began early in our country’s his- 
tory, and has been growing since 
the day the U:S. artillery was first 
established. That was on 17 Novem- 
ber 1775, when Col, Henry Knox 
was named George Washington’s 
Chief of Artillery. 

Col. Knox’s weapons were an 
accumulation of guns, mortars and 
howitzer of every sort. The tubes 
were brass. The carriages were 
wood. They were often dragged by 
oxen, or even “man-handled” into 
position. Yet, Knox earned such a 
reputation with them that he was 
soon made a major general, and 
later became the United States’ 
first Secretary of War. 

Improvements had been made in 
armanent by the beginning of the 
, Civil War, but many weapons still 
were smooth-bores of short range. 
Rifled barrels, longer ranges, and 
the earliest of the modern firing 
techniques were not generally in 
widespread combat use by the U.S. 
until the first World War. 

* ” * 

WHEN, on 23 October 1917, in 
the -Luneville sector, Sgt. Alex- 
ander Arch of Btry. C, 6th FA, 
dropped his hand and shouted, 
“fire,” his gun blasted off the first 
round of American Artillery in 
World War I. 

Weapons were heavier by this 
time. They were far more advanced, 
and more lethal. They were guid- 
ed by the then-new technique of 
massing the fires of many batteries 
on one target. The result: 

Sgt. Arch | and other artillerymen 
of all countries concerned account- 
ed for over 75 percent of battle- 
field casualties. 

American artillery, however, did 
not become world-famous until the 
1930’s, when it evolved many re- 
volutionary tactics and techniques. 
Chief among these was the tech- 
nique of the fire direction center. 








MAJ. GEN. L. S. Griffing is 
commander of the Army's Ar- 
tillery and Missile Center, and 
is commandant of the Artillery 
and Missile School at Fort Sill, 
Okla. 


Using this new method during 
World War II, the field artillery 
could — with its much-improved 
weapons — switch the fire of a 
hundred or more guns from one 
target to another within seconds. 


War II’s new weapons included 
the 105mm, 155mm, 240mm and 
8-inch howitzer and the 155mm gun. 
Shooting these cannons via their 
fire direction technique, Americans 
became well-established as_ the 
world’s best artillerymen. No less 
an authority than Gen. George S. 
Patton, Jr. stated that the artillery, 
indeed, won the war.

New Eyes for the Needy, Inc., 
is a volunteer organization found- 
ed in 1932 by the late Mrs. Arthur 
E. Terry, who conceived the idea 
of helping needy persons with poor 
eyesight while she was a volunteer 
Red Cross worker during the de- 
pression. 

Mrs. Terry began by collecting 
discarded eyeglasses from friends 
for some of the needy people she 
met in her work. She soon realized 
th it individually prescribed glasses, 
not hand-me-downs, were the an- 
swer to the problem, so she planned 
an operation whereby prescription 
lenses could be purchased with 
melt-down metal from discarded 
gold-rimmed glasses. Frames for 
the lenses were acquired from 
donations of old lasses. 


To acquire more glasses, Mrs. 
Terry wrote letters to newspapers 
and magazines, and spoke at club 
meetings and on several national 
radio broadcasts: The response was 
so great that the Junior Service 
League of Short Hills took over 
the job of »pening packages, sort- 
ing and testing and acknowledging 
receipt of the glasses. 





After Mrs. Terry’s death the 
league took full charge of the proj- 
ect, and in 1958 it became a com- 
munity project. It is now incorpor- 
ated in New Jersey as a non-profit, 
charitable organization and has 
permission from the U.S. Assay 
Office to collect gold scrap. In- 
dorsed by the National Society for 
the Prevention of Blindness, New 
Eyes has already helped more than 
225,000 persons all over the world, 
Mrs. Dixon said. 


Although the Monroe group will 
continue to collect discarded 
glasses for New Eyes, Mrs. Dixon 
said, anyone desiring to make in- 
dividual contributions may do so 
by mailing glasses directly to New 
Eyes for the Needy, Inc., Short 
Hills, N.J.

Thicken 
with flour mixed with a little wa- 
ter. Add milk, mix gently, break 
about six Crown Pilot crackers 
over top of soup, cover with lid 
and keep warm. Do not cook long- 
er. Before serving add salt pork 
over the top. Serves six. 


Short Ribs in Rum 


Buy beef short ribs. Have meat 
man cut ribs into pieces, about 
two inches square. Allow about 1 
pound per serving. Prepare rum 
marinade (see below). Lay short 
ribs in the marinade and marinate 
four hours at room temperature, 
turning occasionally. Or, cover con- 
tainer tightly and refrigerate over- 
night. 

Just before barbecuing, drain 
ribs on paper towels. Reserve mar- 
inade to use for basting. Barbecue 
ribs over medium heat about three 
inches from bricquets, 30 to 45 
minutes, turning frequently. 

Rum marinade: % cup rum, % 
cup soy sauce; % cup pineapple 
juice; 1 to 2 tablespoons lemon 
juice; 1 teaspoon mustard; 1 table- 
spoon molasses; 2 teaspoons ging- 
er; 1 clove garlic, crushed;

Ginger glaze (brush on last 15 
minutes): water, % teaspoon gin- 
ger; 1 can (6 oz.) tomato paste;

Combine % cup water and re- 
maining ingredients in saucepan. 
Place over medium heat; cook and 
stir about five minutes, 
more water if needed to ‘maintain 
proper consistency. Use immediate- 
ly or store in refrigerator.

Plan a Dinner Party 


Most of us love to entertain — 
especially during the holidays — 
but the problem we all have is 
making the food and drink money 
stretch to include party fare. For 
that reason I’d like to share the 
following recipes with Times Ex- 
change readers. Although scaled 
to economy, this party. menu will 
win praise from your guests. 


Savory Swiss Steak 

Ingredients: 2 pounds round 
steak, cut one inch thick; % cup 
flour; 2 teaspoons salt; 1 teaspoon 
pepper; one 8-ounce bottle french 
dressing; 2 medium onions, sliced. 

Cut steak into serving pieces. 
Combine flour, salt and pepper and 
pound this into the steak. Heat 
% cup dressing in a skillet. Add 
the meat and brown slowly on 
both sides. Add onions and re- 





maining dressing to cover. Cook 
slowly for two and one half hours, 
or until meat is tender. 


A citrus salad goes well with 
this. steak. For it you will need 
lettuce, grapefruit sections, orange 
sections and a dressing made of 
Kraft oil and vinegar. Tear lettuce 
into bite- size pieces into a salad 
bowl. Add grapefruit and orange 
sections, then toss lightly. with 
dressing. 

Savory swiss shoak and citrus 
salad are complimented by a sim- 
ple and economical — yet tasty — 
potato or macaroni salad. Top this 
company menu with a rich marsh- 
mallow pumpkin chiffon pie. 


Marshmallow Pumpkin Chiffon Pie 


Ingredients: 1% -cups. canned 
pumpkin; 1 envelop gelatin; 2/3 
cup brown. sugar, packed; % tea- 
spoon salt; % teaspoon cinnamon; 
% teaspoon nutmeg; % teaspoon 
ginger; 2 eggs, separated; % cup 
milk; 4% cup sugar; 2 cups minia- 
ture marshmallow; 1 9-inch baked 
pasiry shell. 

Combine pumpkin, gelatin, 
brown sugar, salt, spices, egg 
yolks and milk. Cook over mediuin 
heat, stirring constantly until it 
boils. Cool. 

Beat egg whites until. stiff but 
not dry. Gradually add the % cup 
sugar while -continuing to beat. 
Fold in the pumpkin mixture and 
marshmallows. Pour into pasiry 
shell. Chill until firm.

Frederick & Nelson- 
A Seattle Landmark

L fenuew VISITORS by the thousands pour into Seattle next 
year from April 21 to October 21 to attend the World’s 


Fair, an $80-million spectacle, 
Frederick & Nelson depart- 
ment store. 

The world’s first high speed mass 
transit monorail, which will whisk 
visitors from downtown Seattle to 
the Exposition grounds, will have 
its terminal in the mall across from 
the store, making it an ideal cen- 
tral location for people to meet. 

The store will provide special 
information booths, waiting rooms 
and other services for the fair- 


This is another in a series of 
articles describing the great 
stores of America. The series 
seeks to tell military men and 
their families about the special 
facilities these stores have for 
catering to needs of service per- 
sonnel at home and abroad. 

Most of the services offered 
to customers who visit the stores 
are also available by mail, no 
matter where the military fam- 
ily is stationed. Charge ac- 
counts are welcomed at most 
stores, orders filled and shipped 
promptly. 

Most of the stores described 
in this series have a Personal 
Shopping Service designed to 
help customers with gift selec- 
tions and meet the other spe- 
cial needs of the mail-order cus- 
tomer. 

America’s favorite stores are 
not situated in any one area. 
They are found in all parts of 
the United States. In many ways 
they are all different but they 
also have much in common. 
They are stores which were not 
created overnight. They have 
traditions to follow and are the 
leaders in their field. 

Future articles in this series 
will spotlight: stores from many 
areas.

goers. In addition the store is plan- 
ning many exciting exhibits, un- 
usual displays and special shows to 
add to the pagantry of Century 21. 

Customers arriving at the Sixth 
and Pine Street entrance of the 
store are greeted by a doorman. 
Those coming for the first time will 
probably pause to look at the ex- 
panse of glass that offers an invit- 
ing view into the first floor and 
at the ivory-hued facades that 
stretch 10 stories upward. 

This is the first step of a shop- 
ping trip which will delight women 
and make the men glad they tagged 
along. 

Male shoppers who frequently 
shun the intricacies of a large de- 
partment store will find themselves 
pampered in the men’s shops. The 
shops on the first floor are easily 
accessible from Fifth or Sixth 
Avenue entrances or by special 
entrance from the neighboring 
Medical-Dental Building. Most of 
the shops are in special areas away 
from the major traffic. 

It is a man’s world, the decor is 
masculine and the display substan- 
tial. In addition to the clothing 
shops, there is a Smoke Shop to 
satisfy every type of smoker and a 
men’s grill on the eighth floor. 
There is a gunsmith to repair fire- 
arms in the sports shop. 

Children, too, have a special area 
at Frederick & Nelson. The seventh 
floor honses all the youth o- 
which are bright with young - 
ions for every age from carriage to 
high school, the toy shop and t 
hobby shop. A kindergarten, com- 
plete with sandbox, provides a play 


spot for the very young while moth- 
er shops. Nearby is a children’s 
hairdressing salon and a special 
lounge where mothers may care 
for their babies. 

Also on the seventh floor is the 
Old World Shop with antique pine- 
paneled walls, imported from an 
Old English manor. It is one of 
the six model rooms that offer 
decorating ideas for both tradition- 
al and contemporary setting. An 
Interior Design Studio and Home 
Planning Bureau provide a counsel 
of expert decorators. 

Fashions are displayed on the 
third floor in a rosy-beige set- 
ting with Finnish chandeliers 
and pink-toned marble from Italy. 
For the women shoppers there 

is a fine linen shop, fashion 
fabrics department, draperies and 
curtains department and many 
other departments where they 
can spend hours just browsing. 
Major appliances offer every- 
thing from a portable automatic 
dishwasher to an elegant ironer 
in a mahogany cabinet. 

The Bridal Bureau offers such 
complete service that weddings 
have even been planned by mail 
with the bride arriving a few hours 
before the ceremony. 

The bureau will help the bride 
select her gown and furnishings 
for her new home, arrange for 
flowers, pictures and wedding cake. 
The staff will also arrange for the 
store’s doorman to greet guests as 
the cars arrive at the church, see 
that police escorts are present to 
direct traffic and escort the wed- 
ding party to the reception, advise 
what the men in the wedding party 
wear and check them at the church. 
In an emergency the staff made a 
pair of suspenders for a young man 
who forgot them with his rented 
cutaway. 

From the moment she signs with 
the Bridal Registry, the bride is 
assured that not even the smallest 
detail of her wedding will be over- 
looked. 


The busy kitchens on the sixth 
and tenth floors of the store are a 
child’s dream come true. Each day 
hundreds of candies are hand-dip- 
ped in chocolate, gallons of ice 
cream are frozen and the air is 
fragrant with the aroma of freshly 
baked pastries. In these kitchens, 
Frango candies, 5th Avenue De- 
butante Chocolates, Crispy Mints 
and other Frederick & Nelson 
candies are made fresh daily. The 
ice cream kitchen is the home of 
the store’s original and exclusive 
Frango frozen dessert and Olympic 
Berry sherbet. 

The bakery turns out breads, 
cakes, pies and cookies throughout 
the day and sends each new batch 
down to the Bakery Shop on the 
first floor by a dumb-waiter.

IN A DAY when razzle-dazzle has 
become commonplace in the field 
of merchandising, Frederick & 
Nelson clings steadfastly to the 
belief that quality, service and in- 
tegrity are the surest way to a 
customer’s heart. Generations of 
local Seattle residents and thou- 
sands of shoppers throughout the 
world whose only contact with the 
store is through the mail, will tes- 
tify to this. 

The store is not above razzle-daz- 
zle when the occasion calls for it 
as indicated by the annual ware- 
house sale, but no matter how hard 
the promotional drum is beaten, 





the first consideration of the man- 


agement is that merchandise qual- 
ity and customer satisfaction must 
always take precedence over a 
pure price appeal. 

C. J. Byrne, general manager of 
the store said, “We want to be sure 
there is always a note of pride when 
a customer says, ‘It’s from Fred- 
erick & Nelson’.” 

The story of how the store ar- 
rived at this philosophy and suc- 
cessfully maintained it goes back 
71 years. 

Early .in 1890, D. E. Frederick 
moved from. Georgia to a Seattle 
that consisted of 43,000 persons and 
the remains of a city wracked by a 
devasting fire. For $500 he bought 
a partnership with an old Colorado 
friend, Jim Meecham, in a prosper- 
ous plumbing and _ second-hand 
stove business on the waterfront. 


Shortly after this, Frederick and 
another Colorado friend, Nels Nel- 
son, bought out Meecham’s share 
of ‘the business. Within a year 
Frederick, the manager, and Ne!- 
son, the salesman, moved to 1213 
Second Ave. Frederick’s desire to 
create “The largest and finest store 
west of the Mississippi and north 
of San Francisco,” began to be 
realized in the autumn of 1891 
when the partners moved to larger 
space at 208-210 Pike Street. As 
the store prospered, Frederick &

Nelson moved back to their former 
Second Ave. location, taking over 
several additional stores, in con- 
solidation with Silas Munro. 


The discovery of gold in Alaska 
brought magical prosperity, and by 
1901 the partners had acquired the 
entire Rialto building, realizing 
Frederick’s dream of being the 
leading department store of the 
northwest: Six years later Nelson 
died and Frederick carried on 
alone. 

He thought that a store capable 
of serving possibly a half million 

persons could be built and he 
chose a district “out of town.” 
In 1918 the new store opened 
on the present site. Ten years 
later a service building was erect- 
ed to handie the overflow of 
goods and service. In 1929 
Frederick announced he would 
retire and his stere was bought 
by the store he most admired in 
America and the one after which 
he had patterned his own store 
—Marshall Field & Company. 


A suburban store in Bellevue 
was opened in 1946. In 1952 the 
downtown store was expanded from 
7 to 12 floors. 

One of the store’s largest promo- 
tions is a million dollar warehouse 
sale, featuring home furnishings, 
which has been held annually for 
seven . Last month it was 
held for five days at Pier 91 at the 
Naval Supply Depot. Every item 
was reduced 25 to 55 percent. Spe- 
cial buses took customers from the 
downtown store to the sale and 
back. 

During Import. Week, customers 
are invited to “Shop Around the 
Wide World at Frederick & Nel- 
son.” The store emphasizes its wide 
selection of imported. merchandise 
in all departments, and. flags of 


‘countries all over the world. are 


— outside and Inside the build- 
ng. 

International Fashions Teas are 
held in the tea room and models 
show the latest fashions from 
Europe. Dior, Givenchy, Balen- 
ciaga, Ricci. and many other 
designers’ créations are the high 
light of the shows. Also during the 
week, members of the consular 
corps of Seattle are honored guests 
at a store luncheon.

AT THE ANNUAL Home Week 


in the spring, the latest trends for 
home 


furnishings are featured 
throughout the store. Model rooms 
are set up in the windows and 
decorated by the store’s staff of 
interior decorators. The home fur-

home have special displays, with 
representatives from major com- 
panies on hand to explain the pro- 
duct, make suggestions for its use, 
and assist in selecting the desired 
decor for any home. Fashion shows 
tie in with the “at home” theme. 


To complement Seattle’s Seafair 
celebration, the store holds an 
August open house. The 50 state 
flags are flown down the two 
main aisles of the first floor. 
American and store flags fly from 
the windows outside of the build- 
ing. Fresh flowers decorate the 
store, along the counters and in 
the display windows. 

August Open House has its own 
store characters — Captain Nelson 
and Fearless Freddie, the pirate. 


This year a complete model of 
the exposition grounds was display- 
ed in the corner window: Custom- 
ers walked around the model while 
Captain Nelson and Fearless Fred- 
die served as hosts. 

Children’s Seafait Breakfasts are 
held in the tea room and Seafair 
pirates, Seafair Queens of the Seas 
and other dignitaries of the Sea- 
fair celebration attend. - 

Exhibition Hall is turned over 
to the Navy for exhibitions which 
are explained by Navy. personnel. 


Military customers in the United 
States and overseas have come to 
rely on Frederick & Nelson’s Mail 
Shopping Service not only for their 
own needs but also for gifts.

No customer in the area, how- 
ever, would fail to turn out at} 
Christmastime to see the _ store. 
The advertising slogan is “Christ- 
mas isn’t Christmas without a day 
at Frederick & Nelson.” Thou- 
sands of customers agree. 

Every employe takes pride in 
the store’s appearance, from 
those in the display department, 
who work wonders, to the janitors 
who keep the place immaculate 
through the heavy holiday rush. 
Customers voice their approval by 
writing letters or phoning man- 
agement. 

Three sides of the building face 
onto streets—Fifth Avenue, Pine 
Street, and Sixth Avenue. There 
are 20 windows along these three 
sides which are outstanding show- 
cases for the merchandise. The 
large corner window at Fifth Ave- 
nue and Pine Street becomes a 
holiday spectacular with custom- 
ers ‘anxiously waiting to see if the 
store will top the previous year’s 
display.

ATTRACTIONS over the past 
years have been live polar bears 
a changing ice show featuring live 
skaters on real ice, live reindeer 
in an elaborate stable with ginger- 
bread: trim, and dramatic presen- 
tations with a holiday theme. The 
skater window was pictured in a 
national magazine and attracted 
nationwide attention. 

This month Santa Claus takes 
up residence in Cozy Cloud Cot- 
tage in the other corner window, 
where he is photographed with 
thousands of children. He is as- 
sisted by two of the store’s Christ- 
mas characters, Uncle Mistletoe 
and Aunt Holly, and by a number 
of attractive young women in gay 
costumes. At night a life-like

lighting. 
Inside the store, many shops 


are expanded and some new ones 
are set up for the holiday season. 
Small fry are wide-eyed at the 
expanded toy department which 
spills out of its usual area and en- 
compasses much of the fourth 
floor. 

A special shop, Trim-A-Home, 
is set up on the sixth floor to help 
customers add holiday glitter and 
color to their homes. The ninth 


floor lobby is transformed into a 





dazzling display of Christmas tree 
ornaments and lights. Each year 
the buyer for this department 
visits Europe and the Orient in 
search for new and unusual orna- 
ments. Many of them are de- 
signed and made especially for 
Frederick & Nelson. 

On every floor there is an air 
of excitement and a holiday at- 
mosphere that typifies the store’s 
attitude toward this season. Cir 
culating at intervals through the 
day -are minstrels dressed in cos- 
tumes of Dickens’ era, playing 
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Yuletide music and requests from 
customers who erowd around, 

Not only during the Christmas 
season but also throughout the 
year the store is an active part of 
the community. 

During War II, merchandise 
became scarce ag the country’s 
peacetime production mobilized 
for war and much of the store’s 
merchandising skill was concen- 
trated behind the all-out effort on 
the home front. 

In 1942 the War Activities Com- 





mittee was organized and co- 


ordinated the efforts of staff mem- 
bers behind every fund drive and 
war emergency measure. 
Frederick & Nelson was one of 
the few stores in the country to 
receive the Treasury Victory 
Flag, signifying that 90 percent of 
more than 2000 staff members 
were purchasing 10 percent or 
more of their salaries in bonds. 
Times have changed, customers’ 
demands have changed, the build- 
ing is taller; but the store’s policy 
remains the same—dquality, service 





and integrity.

Price ranges depend upon loca- 
tion within the greater Fort 
Worth area. 

There are no BOQs, Enlisted 
barracks or transient quarters on 
the depot. Hotels, motels, and 
guest houses are plentiful and 
reasonable. Military personnel 
reporting here on permanent 
change of station may make tem- 
porary accommodation reserva- 
tions in advance by writing to 
the Billeting Officer.

JN ST. LOUIS, a small Wherry 

housing project is located ap- 
proximately 30 minutes from the 
downtown area. Of a total of 
120 units, however, only one or 
two vacancies exist in the one 
and two bedroom units; none 
in the three bedroom. Follow- 
ing indicates quarters and price 
range: 

One bedroom—40 units, from 
$85 to $88 per month.

Commissary, 
post exchange, and schools are 
available at Scott. 

Near St. Louis, tourist courts 
are available at a moderate fam- 
ily rate for short periods of time. 
Transportation in and around St. 
Louis is good. Individuals who 
must travel to work generally 
have no difficulty in joining a 
carpool or obtaining a ride.

THERE ARE a number of 
housing projects in St. Louis 
renting from $90 to $125 per 
month. In the adjacent vicinity 
of East St. Louis, Illinois, a num- 
ber of housing areas also are 
available either for purchase or 
rental. These locations are with- 
in 30 minutes of Downtown St. 
Louis. Many families have pur- 
chased homes in the St. Louis 
area,-as a number of housing 
areas require no. money down 
and payments of approximately 
$100 to $110 per month, depend- 
ing on location.

apartment buildings in the

. are available for rental at 


prices ranging from $95 te 
$136 per month. 

Scott AFB, located approxi- 
mately 22. miles or 50 minutes 
from downtown ‘St. Louis—at 
Belleville, lll., has on-post hous- 
ing. Housing available is of the 
Wherry housing type, and Army 
families may reside there if 
they have permission from the 
Air Force. Applications should 
be forwarded to the Base Hous- 
ing Officer at Scott AFB. The

NLY two sets of family quar- 
ters are available on the hos- 
pital reservation. As a result 
all married officer and enlisted 
personnel are located in family 
quarters in the local community. 
Because of the relocation in the 
Phoenixville area of several 
large research corporations, the 
rental situation, particularly in 
unfurnished houses, is becoming 
acute. A recent survey of ‘this 
area indicates that from 90 to 
95 percent of all family-type 
houses are owner-occupied de- 
spite a boom in housing con- 
struction, ' 

Most incoming members of the 
staff find quarters within a 15- 
miie radius of the hospital in 
such communities as Phoenix- 
ville, Pottstown, Norristown, Col-

APARTMENTS — unfurnished 
range in price from $75 to $125 
monthly, including utilities ex- 
cept electricity.

Tran- 
sient officers, both male and fe- 
male, are assigned accommoda- 
tions in appropriate BOQs.

FAMILY quarters at West 

Point are sufficient in num- 
ber to accommodate all officers 
desiring post housing. Officers 
may have a waiting period from 
a week to two months for quar- 
ters. This is dependent upon 
the officers departure and arrival 
dates. 

No government -guest facili- 
ties are available for temporary 
use of officers and families, 
Hotel Thayer is on the reserva- 
tion and officers may be accom- 
modated there temporarily. It is 
a first class hotel with nominal 
rates. Officers with their fami- 
lies may stay at the hotel at re- 
duced rates while awaiting as- 
signment of quarters at West 
Point. 


The off-post rental situation in 
nearby communities has met 
past requirements of military 
personnel. The rents are con- 
sidered consistently high. Ac- 
commodations may be found in 
small hotels, motels, and tour- 
ist houses in the area.

Given 72-hours 
in which to file an appeal to the 
entire Conference for a re-hearing, 
Lacy mailed it on 13 November 
and is awaiting the group’s de- 
eision.

HIS IS THE HUNTING SEASON. 


Also the season when 


the tall tales are bandied about on the length of the 


killing shot. Whether in the 


possum-catching and fishing- 


pole journals or over beers at the local pub, you ‘ll find if you 


listen that the wily buck is giving 
his comeuppance at 500 yards and 
beyond. These cock-and-bull sagas 
run to pattern with a fine and high 
disregard for such mundane things 
as the fall of the ball over the 


range, the oomph of the slug at 
500 long steps, and the accuracy 
of the gun. 

Hunters, like fishers, all have a 
touch of Ananias in them. None of 
them are worse 
than the guns- 
writing hacks. 
These worthies 
take dead aim 
with their 
Smith - Coronas 
and they invari- 
ably hit two 
marks. The first, 
by their admis- 
sion, is the game 
critter and the * 
second is the

gullible reader who believes you 
can really bash in a whitetail deer, 
with a vital area 12X14 inches at 
500 yards. Stick up a cutout 12X14 
inches at 500 yards and have a look 


at it. You'll quickly decide how 
easy it would be to hit. 

A lot of hunters who believe they 
killed their game at extreme range 
simply cannot estimate yardages. 
During War II we set up at OCS 
at Shrivenham, England. Among 
other courses there was a lot of 
instruction given over to range 
estimation. Targets, big ugly marks 
ranging from an enemy infantry- 
man at 75 yards to a Tiger tank 
at 2250 yards, were stuck out in 
plain sight. This course of sprouts 
wasn’t for target detection. It was 
to teach all the eager beavers how 
to guestimate the distances. 

* * * 

THAT INSTRUCTION was an 
eye-opener. We found the average 
candidate didn’t know that each 
foot held 12 inches and it took 
three of ’em to make a yard. When 
he ran his eye on out ahead for 
X number of yards he could not 
come at 1000 yards within 300 of 
ticking off the range. We had any 
number of city slickers who abso- 
lutely could not measure range 
without reducing it to city blocks; 
and guesses on the tank target 
which as I say was 2250 yards 
away, got figures all the way from 
a half-mile to 2% miles! 

Country hayseeds, to the surprise 
of no one, were best at telling off 
the various targets. Even so, my 
figures indicate the country - boy 
candidates showed an average error 
of 20 percent at 350 yards; 35 per- 
cent at 2250 yards. At 600 yards 
the average error was 22 percent. 
This means a poor guess of 132 
yards. 

City-raised candidates showed 
errors out at 350 yards of over- 
estimation or under of 28 percent. 
At 600 yards it was up to 34 per- 
cent and at ranges over 1000 yards 
it was 42 percent.

and killing deer and telling about 
it over Saturday night beers. They 
could not judge distance for beans 
in ’°42 and they can’t do it today. 
Their stories are honest ones. They 
think they plugged that old mossy- 
horn at 500 yards; actually they 
did not.

THE PEOPLE who can judge 
range are those who walk a lot. 
Nobody walks these days. As a 
result, few indeed are the ones 
who can let their eye run through 
a stand of trees, across a mountain 
stream and up on yon wall of the 
canyon and say the muley stand- 
ing there is 250 yards away. 

Rare birds such as surveyors, 
timber cruisers, foresters, pipe-line 
walkers and like gentry can look 
out there a pistol shot or squint 
into the next county and give you 
a range setting that will read like 
radar. But how many of us are 
running a transit or cruising tim- 
ber? 

The real hunter won’t try these 
to hell-and-gone shots. The real 
measure of the Nimrod’s skill is in 
the stalk; to fetch the game into 
range not by an impossible try 
with the rifle but through the exer- 
cise of all his stalking acumen. By 
good judgment of the wind, by 
studying the terrain, by plotting 
his approach, and by the applica- 
tion of every last iota of his game- 
lands savvy to finally fetch the 
target into his sights at a distance 


so close he cannot miss. That is 
the true measure of the real 
hunter.

Army Search 
Party Finds 
Lost Hunter 


FORT HUACHUCA, Ariz. — 
Henry Drum, a Tucson hunter lost 
in the mountains near Nogales 
when he became separated from 
his two companions, was found 
last week by an Army ground 
search party little more than two 
hours before the search was to be 
called off. 

Though tired and hungry from 
his 5-day ordeal in the cold wind- 
swept mountain region Drum was 
uninjured. Drum said that he shot 
a 5-point buck but had to leave the 
carcass after eating only a small 
part of the raw meat because the 
heavy animal was too much of-a 
load and because coyotes were 
tracking him. 

It is doubtful if Drum would have 
been found alive had the search 
been called off as planned. Search 
officials had decided that if the 
search of the area in which Drum 
was found was not successful the 
Army troops, which comprised 
nearly 75 percent of the searchers, 
would return to Fort Huchuca. 


Drum was found by Sgt. Frank 
Miller, Sp5 Gordon Sweeney and 
Sp4 Calvin Peters: The three men, 
al’ members of E.W. Fire Support 
Battery at the Army Electronic 
Proving Ground were part of a 
475 man force sent into the area 
to assist in the search after the 
Pima County Search and Rescue 
Unit called on the Army for help. 

Drum, dressed in light hunting 
clothes said, “I made up my mind 
I was going to get out even if I 
had to crawl. I kept on the move 
day and night.” 

Weather in the area was reported 
to be very severe with below freez- 
ing temperature during the night. 

Drum said he had seen an Army 
helicopter twice but was too far 
away to be seen.

WASHINGTON — Funeral serv- 
jees for Brig. Gen, (Ret.) Anthony 
Jj. Drexel Biddle, 64, Ambassador 
to Spain, were held 16 November 
at Fort Myer, Va., with burial in 
Arlington National Cemetery. He 
died 13 November at Walter Reed 
Army Medical Center of a heart 
attack, while undergoing treatment 
for cancer of the lung.
